statement. The fact that Mr. Taft 
waited until he .got Into Insurgent ter- 
ritory before saylhg what he had to 
say of those senators and representa-^ 
tlves "who abandoned their party'_,' In 
the tariff fight, shared largely In'tho'. 
Impression of earnestness left by .tTiie • 
speech.

Leaving h'ort tinelling tho 
party crossed the river to St. Paul, 
where the president was entertained ac 
a luncheon served on tho vast stage ot 
the St. Paul auditorium. When tho 
luncheon had 'been consumed the tem» 
.porary partition separating the stage 
from the main body of the auditorium 
was lifted and the president faced an 
audience which tiUecI lloors and galler- 
ies to the utmost capaciti'. After ii 
brief speech the president was driven 
to the state capitol. 

Returning to .Minneapolis, the presi- 
dent was tendered a banquet tonight at 
the Minneapolis auditorium ))y the peo- 
pit: of this city.

Changes in Law. 
At tlrsl ttie ctlmlnal law in this coun- 
try contained a saving clause prevent- 
ing the regulations against jetting from 
applying to race tracks operated by an 
incorporated company so long as the 
races were actually In progress, but 
when the Criminal Code Was complied 
some .sev. nteen years ago the provLsions 
of the EnRll.ili Betting Act were Incor- 
porated In It They wore placed in a 
different section, and the old clause has 
not been disturbed. The Supreme < 'ourt 
of' Canada, liowever. lias held Ih.ai the 
proviso which has been preserved as 
stated, does not iipply to the imported 
beilinf; iiouse clause, with the result 
that tlie law in Canada has been placed 
on nearly the same footing as the Kng- 
ush law, although the proviso still 
inodlllos It In some unimportant re- 
spects.

On Monday Victoria's annual exhi- 
biflon will be rorm:illy npi'iiod. So 
Ear as tlif rxhlhitK and otlicr attrac- 
tions so the pro.speuts are very bril- 
liant, and the Indications are that 
this Fair will bo the best ever heUl 
In the city. 

It Is I'or tile iiublli' In ilo its duty. 
We besjioak a liberal patrunuKe. We 
know that tlic AKrUultiiral AsHocia- 
tion has no right to oxiiecl ijeoide to 
attend a fair that Is not worth polng 
to see; but when they provide an ex- 
hibition that Is well worth attending 
they have a right to ask recognition 
of their efforts. 

There is a matter of municipal 
pride Involved. In Seattle the citizens 
have felt themselves under an iibllgti- 
tlon to attend the A.-Y.-P. Kxpnsi- 
tion, arid they have done so to u re- 
markable degree.

MUNICIPAL MATTERS. 

At Frlda\- night's meeting of the 
streets eonimitiee, Mayor Hall made 
Eome observations about the large 
amount of work, and conseauently the 
■ very large cost Involved In putting the 
city streets in repair. It is Important 
tlwt the citizens shmikl have this fact 
iniipresEed upon tlieni. Some months 
ago the Colonist drew attention to tlie 
street mileage, and pointed out that 
the -tmly way by which the streets 
couldibo puf In first-class order was to 
borrou' the money lio'cessary to do It; 
for It si'ems almost Impossible to meet 
the publV,c demand for- Improvements in 
any other way. Not that a good deal 
of work has not been done, for there 
has been; Y^tit the n^ore that Is accom- 
plished in rthls way the greater Is the 
demand. 

There seems to be an idea abroad 
that to comment upon these matters 
is to treat the Mayor and Alder- 
men unrcasonaljly. One ratepayer 
said to the Colonist the other day that 
it was "disgraceful the way the Mayor 
and Aldermen are blackguarded by 
the newspapers." When a.sked to 
l<.ilnt out a single instance that e^juld 
be so dest;rlbMl, he admitted that he 
could not. The attitude of the papers 
of Victoria towards the Aldermanic 
Hoard i.s consi)ienoiiKly fair. 'We con- 
cede that certain lni))ro vements are 
frequently urged; that occasional 
criticisms are published; but there has 
never, in our recollection, been a case 
In which the Integrity of the Mayor 
and Aldermen have been called in 
question; never an instance in which 
doubt has been raised as ti) ilu-ir mu- 
tU-es; never an occasiun in which they 
have been exposed tn ncrsun.il attack. 



BRITAIN AND CANADA

spreading such" an absolutely false 
idea throughout the country. The fur- 
ther Idea is conveyed that Canadians 
object even to n meagre contribution 
toward.si Imperial defence. At least It 
It does not mean this. It does not 
mean anything at all. The facts of 
the case is that the pepple of Cann,da 
expect their government to assimio 
that proportion of the imperial bur- 
don that ought of right to rest upon 
tills country, and if Collier's does not 
know it. It ought to understand that 
the defence of the ocean frontiers nf 
the Dominion is a irenioiidwa.-, under- 
taking and one of far-reaching Im- 
portance, 

Let us fake up Great Britain's 
alleged bill. The defence of the coun- 
try from invasion by the United 
States. Is it not a histoidcal fact 
that the wars with the Cniti'd .Stale:; 
were not waged on account of Can- 
ada, nor because of anything which 
Canada had done or omitted to do? 
Is it not also true that the piMiple of 
the iinivinces cont id I ui ted iheir share 
of "blood, men and money" to the 
work of defence. If Collier's does not 
know that this Is the case, It ought 
to read Canadian hlstor>-. The Bri- 
tish troops and fortllioutions main- 
tained i:i Canada during the Nine- 
teenth Century were not maintained 
for the protection of Canada, but 
only as a part of the general policy of 
the United Kingdom. Those men and 
fortltleatlous were never siilliclent for 
[>urp()ses (if SI. rlous defence. Tliey 
vNt-re useful in maintaining outposts 
of British power. The disbursements 
in the Trent affair had absolutely 
nothing to do witli Canada. Tliey 
arose out of the seizure of a British 
ship on the high seas en route 
from the West Indies to England. The 
Investments of British capital in Can- 
ada were made not for the sake of 
Canada, but for the sake of the pro- 
fit. There remains the item of the 
protection of sea borne commerce. 
The British navy has not been main- 
tained for the protection of Canadian 
commerce, and while we should be 
very sorr\- to suggest that the pro-' 
toction afforded hy it has not been of 
value, it is something the vaJue of 
which cannot be expressed in tigures, 
for it is an intangible thing. Let us 
not be under.=;tood as claiming that 
Canada does not owe and has not 
owed much to British connection. 
What wo protest against is suph an 
utter misrepresentation of the rela- 
tions of -tha- Qomlnloa to- the .pmpire 
as Is contained in the paragraph 
quoted.

This seems to us to be 
the sort oC administration the coun- 
try needs. The Minister has already 
visited many parts of the Interior. In 
fact We think we ma>' say that no 
head of the Public Works Department 
has- ever given closer attention to the 
details of hIa ofHce than Mr. Tayhir, 
and none of them has ever examined 
the needs of so large a part of the 
province. He has been able to do tills 
because he has a single department 
in his charge. When Lands and 
Works were included in the same 
]iortfolio, it was physically imposslbiit 
for any minister to look after such 
details as .\lr. 'I'a.xlor is now able to 
Investigate, and the elllrieiu y exhilill- ^ 
ed by .Mr. Taylor is convincing v.'.- j 
dence of the wisdom of the course of | 
the government In creating the new i 
department. '

Mr. Orr. in this city, expressed hH 
nstpiilshment at the hlgli values of 
the Bainples of lead ores from Brltisli 
Columbia mines he examined In th" 
rooms of the Nelson Board of Trade 
and stated tliat there was no doubt 
hut that Brllish manufacturers would 
in till- near future draw a large'r pro- 
portion of Ih'-lr Kinc ore fr(.ini this 
pi-oviiice.

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Great changes are to be made in 
the British navy in the Paciric ocean. 
The .Mother Counlry is no longer to 
bear the cost of the whole of 
the British fleet: Her Colonies are to 
help her by iirovlding money, men, 
and ships. This contribution will 
take the place df the half-a-mlUlon 
sterling or so now given by the Com- 
monwealth the Dominion of Now 
Zealand, Natal and I'ape Colony. The 
new move inrans that liritnin Over- 
Seas will now take iiart In th.c polic- 
ing of the se,;s, and so he of great Indp 
to the Enijdre. The organization will, 
of course, bo entirely in sympathy 
with that of the Rcyal Navy as It a* 
present stands. 



The eastern fleet of the Royal Isavy 
is to he renamed the Pacific fleet, and 
will consist of three units: tV.n East 
Indies, Australia and China Seas, .^s 
far as is at iiresent known, there wi.ll 
be included in eiich of those units a 
large annorril rruiser of the new Im- 
Ijroved ■Invincible" el;iss three criilsiir 
scout.'<, si.x destroyers of the "river" 
class and three sub-marines of the "C" 
class. 1 his fleet is the result of the 
meetings between the naval authori- 
ties and those representatives, of the 
(Colonies who wore In this country re- 
cently fpr the Imperial Defence Con- 
ference. 

With regard to the aid to be given 
to the Mother Country by the British 
Dominions beyond the Seas, It should 



be said that Canada, whiclv will take 
over the dockyards at Escinlninlt and 
Halifax, is .to create u small navy of 
her own, a navy that will consist of 
some second-class cruisers anil some 
destroyers. Xew Zealand is to give a 
Dreadnought cruiser, and will give 
each year an annual contribution of 
.C 100,000 to the navy. The t'ommon- 
wealth, like Canada, will have her own 
fleet, and meantime is to present 
Dreadnou^At cnjlscr ' Instead of the 
Dreadnought battleship offered recent- 
ly. South Africa's' contribution is not 
yet settled, but It is rriore than likely 
that she wllf confrfKiite much In the 
same way, as New-;Zealaijd ha^ con- 
tributed. "The Cotfi'nibnwealth govern- 
ment, aided temporarily by Imperial 



funds, will create and keep tho Aus- 
tralian unit of the Pacilic lleet, and in 
due tinio will take over the Sydney 
dockyard and other naval works. New 
Zealand's contribution will go towards 
the uji-keep of the unit stationed in 
C'iiinese waters. The battleship cruis- 
ers are to be of a class not yet built, 
and will bo Imjiroved Invliiciblos. The 
bjslnoss of cruiser scouts Is to seek 
ln£ormation as to the weight and dis- 
position of t^e enemy's 'fleet, and re- 
port to thd main fleet." The "river" 
destroyers can make from 25 to 2S 
knots, and arc nearly all fitted with 
wireless telegraphy .'appa^fatus. The 
"C" class-.of subniarijries are,e^kce!lent 
sea boats', arid can ritriiain tinder water 
for three days.

.\ number of noted French military 
writers have recently been expressing 
their opinion of tho Territorial army of 
Great Britain, mostly favorably. M. 
lOrneat Judol, once a great critic of 
things military . - in Great Britain, 
Ludovlo Naudeau. the distinguished 
war-correspandent of Le Journal, and 
Iteginald Kann. of Le Temps, who was 
with Oku In .Manchuria, have all writ- 
ten favortibly. The artillery, however, 
i-aine In for criticism. 

Refi-rring to the artillery, M. Lu- 
(lovie .N'audeaii sa.vs: "As .it was iin- 
jiossible to borrow the S))leiidi(l liors(-s 
of tho. ae.^iilar .^Vniiy for the Territorial 
batterlen, tin; teams were made uji at 
hazaril. Then; were hired for the ma- 
noeuvres hundreds of tptadrupeds, of 
all ages and all colors, whose liv'c.s 
have been spent In the Inglorious task 
of dragging cabs and omnibiu'es. 
These animals. In no way aecustoined 
to work of such a siioelal kind a.s that 
of the artillery, ami mounted Ijy lii- 
I'xpcrii'iK-ed men, cut a very ii.ior 
lit;ure; as a matter of fact, the Terri- 
torial Artillery tiould mily move about 
at a walk. The artillery is, from 
every point of view, incapable of ren- 
dering tho least service on the fleld of 
battle. It la very doubtful whether It 
will I'ver Invpossible during such sliort 
]iei-inds of training and excrcl.se to 
form .1 suincltiptly mobile Territorial 
artillery." . M. N'audeau thlnlyj It would 
be wiser to leave all kinds of horsed 
artillery work to the Regular Army, 
and to arm tho Territorials with light 
Held pieces and machine gnus, which 
could be hniilded b>- mechanical means 
and numoeuvred by hand. 

A Freiieh officer, writing In tlie 
",Ioiirnul," say.s: "The Territorial ar- 
tillery, such as wo saw, is unmistak- 
ably defective. It i.s not because the 
Territorials are Incaiitible of furnlshinK 
good artlllei-ymen ; the; gun layr-rs and 
servers nia.v become excellent, but the 
couditlons of enlistment and the lli- 
adi-qnate period of trahUng iibsoltiteh; 
lorbid tlicfDi-mathni uf good drlv(;rs: 
■ Moreovi-r, the gun ti'ams, obtained by 
reiiuisition, are inanirestly unsultablit 
foi- the i-xac-tiiig work of artillerv-, 
■Mi'dio(-re drivers willi trained horse;;, 
that inlt;ht do; but tlie inexiierleiice of 
drivers '[-irafted on to the ineptltlidi' of 
horses must mean confusion and ac- 
cidents." 

Llent-f:(ilonel nousset writes as fol-; 
lows. "I confess that the artillery 
Iciivos much to be' dcBlrcd, pt least w

ri'pi^.. dissemination of decisions, and 
morei oommon sense'forward thrust to 
gain that information, without which 
a general plan of action is Impossible.

. ENGLISH EFFECTS WITH HARDY 
PERENNIALS 

riie most striking effect about perennial 
Howers in England is that the English people 
know and love a far greater variety of them 
than we do. Our F.ngiish catalogue offers 
3,700 kinds of perennials. We once had an 
.^me^ica!l catalogue that listed half a.s many, 
but wiiether more tliaii oiic-fifth of them were 
really a\ailahlc "I hac mc doots." The aver- 
age Knglisli nurseryman .-etm.s to cultivate 
from five to ten times as many different species 
as the average American. This means that if 
you wish to see the latest improvcmcnLs in 
irises, phlox, larkspurs, oriental poppies, etc.. 
you will probably iia\e to send to Europe for 
plants during the last half of August or else 
next .March. Only the commoner perennials 
are a\ailable in America. For ^c^v and rare 

- plants wc must still look in Europe. 

J Another striking difference between tlio 

- two countries is that the English have a Heep- 

- er passion than we tor "collecting. ' Kvcrv- 
\\here you find someone who grows fifty 01 
more \arielies of his favorite flower, e^ g., 
Ccrman ( .r Japanese iris, or peony, or the 
florist.-" pentstemon. One English catalogue 
contains varieties of phlox. 224 of border 
carnal ions, i8u <»f chrysanthemums, etc.— 
fully three times as many as vou can get in 
Am erica. Sonic .iniatc\irs whom I saw had 

. the passion for completeness and stuck to one 
• flower throughout their lives: others liked to 
weed out the varieties they did not care for, 
concentrate on the best, and then take up an- 
other flower in i he. same way. Some used the 
knowledge gained by collecting to produce 
new \-arietics, oilicis were content with the 
loy> of j)i'issessing flo\\-crs that no one else 
lias and nf being appealed to as authorities, 
li\eryone has his favorite sport, but he has a 
. favorite flower too. There is loads of fun 
. in collecting perennial {lowers, and I expect to 
-ee Americans take it up with gusto. Have 
you ever collected fifty varieties of any hardy 
flower — say pinks fir uipaii iris or phlox nv 
bellflowci"--. Ill- scrluni or x'cronicas Or peonies? 
,,lf not, 1 h'lpe you will, and if I can help with 
^ addresses, or in any other way, shall he glad to 
1 lie of service. 

^. The third grc.n fact abmu peiennial- that 
struck me is that the English understand bct- 
. fer than we how to make beautiful pictures 
" with perennials. Cultivated people will discuss 
at the table the best color schemes for borders, 
" how to hide the rloficicncies of hardy plants 
after they bloom, what flowers look well to- 
gether, and the right aiirl wrong way of using 
"■"the. latest no\'clt\. rile dc^lgnmg of garden 
""pictures soems to me a higher pleasure than 
■"merely loving each flower separately for its 
own sake. .\i any rate I shall not try lo de- 
scribe all-the new and wonderful plants 1 saw 
in En^gland, for that would bft a Ubor of sisy- 



phus. I shall merely tell about a few artistic 
wa^'s I saw of using hardy flowers, especially 
those that bloom between the first of lune and 
middle of .^ugust. 

Perennials for Showy Masses 
The showiest border flowers that I saw m 
England were peonies in June and larkspurs in 
July. It is right to plan for the showiest feat- 
ures first, but the worst posfiHIe way to rlo it: 
is to get a catalogue, select the flower- vim 
lo\-c best, and arrange the r)lants afiei the}' 
come, The best ^yay is to draw a diiigrani 
01 the border to scale, dividing it into five- 
loot sections, so that you can locate e\'erv 
plant oil paper. .\'ext you make a list of the 
months and ask yourself. "^Vhat shall be my 
main reliance in June: in July, and so on?" 
Thus you decide on your big masses first and 
the "fillers" last — a.s any artist does. The 
most pictorial borders are designed in thi<; 
way in England, and it is ihoiiglit best to ha\o 
only one mass of the dominant flower lor each 
period, instead of repeating that flower in the 
same border. 

Peonies arc ;:ertain)y the sho'Aie,-i liorder 
flowers ir early June (or after the (ierniaii iri.s 1 
and double peonies arc more massive than sin- 
gle ones. The best possible associates for 
peonies are lilies — not the madonna. bCit really 
permanent ones that bloom later — elegans. 
Heniyi. and specjosum. By using these bulbs 
as filer' you hide the deficiencies of 'lie peon- 
ies and get two crops Of flowers in the same 
bed. 

The peony aiui lily idea is now familiar in 
.-Kmerica. but I have never seen ])eonies used 
in .\merica for wild gardening. .\t first the 
idea seems absurd, because double flowers can- 
not possibly look wild when viewed near bv. 
But if you i^ut peonies at the edge of a wood 
at so great a distance that yon cannot distin- 
guish form and can only enjoy liieir color, 
they make a wonderful effect, especially in the 
early morning, at twilight, or when they light 
up .some dark corner. \ should like to see this 
notion tried on some great estate in .\merica. 
1 l)elie\c the painlers would like it. The Imr- 
ticultural justification for this idea is tlia- 
peonies are about as long lix'cd as shrubs. 

.'\fter the peonies, the ne.\t showy flower is 
the perennial larksptir. It is certainly the (pieeii 
of the border in Jtily. The most artistic way 
to use larkspurs is to place them where they 
will be seen in combination with strong verti- 
cal lines in architecture, e. g., the columns of a 
pergola or summer house, .^gainst rounded 
inishes they may not look so well. Mosi people 
mix all the different shades of blue and piiride 
togeiher. Mr. J, William Harr's idea is ti> 
have about six pale blue larks]iurs in one 
group, 3ix dark blue m T"^ther and six purple 
ones in a third. And hfe would choose varieties 
: that come one after anothei' irtst<iad of all to- 
•gethtf. Pefsohally I cannot "go" the double 



larkspur, especially those with blue petals and 
purple centres. 

The English have made a great exhibition 

flower of the larkspui' and lords and ladies 
flock to see tiirec-foul ipikes of the variety 
called .Monument, while individual flowers of 
the Duke of Connaught are said to attain two 
and a half inches in diameter (I measured one 
that was two inches across). These large flow- 
ered varieties, however, are not always the 
most effective in the garden. They need a 
rather open spike in order to show their in- 
dividual flower to advantage. In the garden, 
the long dense spikes of small flowers suit mc 
best, because the soul of the larkspur seems to 
be aspiration and this idea is most clearly sug- 
gested when the flowers appro.ximatc the spirt 
ill form and the sk)' in color. The fashionable 
iilca. however, is to make the larkspur a col- 
lector's flower. People often import fifty 
varieties at a time from England, but such 
collections often disappear in a few years be- 
cause of tlie black spot — a disease unknown in 
England. The only way to perpet'.uitc these 
improved varieties is liy cuttings. 

.Perennials for Architectural Effect 
.\ nioinent ago I spoke of the pleasant liar- 
iiKTiiies produced !';y larkspurs when tliey re- 
peat the vertical lines of porch or pergola, 
rjlher flowers with king spikes are fo.xgloves, 
monkshoods, chimney bell flowers (a great fa- 
vorite in England), eremurus, Verbascum 
phlomoides and the bugbane or cimicifuga. On 
a smaller scale are snapdragons, lupines, and 
veronicas. Hollyhocks make strong vertical 
lilies with their stems and so do pereimial sun- 
flowers, the plume poppy, the madonna lily, 
and the giant reed or arundo. 

Dome-like bushes often look well Against 
public buildings crowned by domes. And if 
your house is characterized hy horizontal lines, 
vou may repeat those lines in flowers that 
ha\c broad fjat clusters, e. g.. sweet Wil- 
liams, achillcas, Sediim spcctabile, and some 
varieties of phlox. Doubtless it could be bet- 
ter done with shrubs, especially viburnums. 
F'uit I hope no one will let such irleas run away 
with them. The vertical lines arc worth con- 
sidering, but I would always have something 
that combines vertical lines with the power 
to soften architectural hardness, c. g., the 
fluffy plumes of Stenanthium robustum or the 
arching leaves of bamboos or reeds. 

There is an architectural quality in the 
panicles of Rodgersia shown herewith, and 
the leaves might almost be called "monumen- 
tal." for they are bronzy green, about a foot 
across and parted into five broad divisions. I 
think Mr. Fremlin has done well to bring per- 
ennials and grass right up to his doorstep, for 
he lives among the flovvcr.<i in a garden like 
that of .Mr. W. C. Egan at Highland Park, 111. 
Ordinarily. howcvci\ a house needs some for- 
mal planting to make a transition between ar- 
cliitccturc and nature. \nd. while some of 
my readers may be captivated by the fine ef- 
fect of this Rodgersia. they should remember 
that herbs die down in winter. Jn my opinion, 
the most appropriate plants for the immediate 
environment of a house are broad-leaved ever- 
greens, esjjecially mountain laurel, rhododen- 
drons and Isnglish i\\-. .\s this picture of 
Rodgersia will doubtless start many inquiries 
I must say that the plant does well on the 
north side of ;i house, if protected from hea\'y 
uinds, as ii is a shade-lover. In England gar- 
deners are careful to give it a peaty soil. 
Gray Foliage in Pictures. 
I believe the ICnglish know better than we 
how 10 use plants with gray or silvery leaves, 
such as pinks, the rockcrcss. golddnst. the 
woolly chickwccd and lavender cotton. So 
great a variety is there that you may have grey 
leaved plants v\ith flowers of almost any color 
or sca.son of blonni you desire. I vvoiild not 
use mam- tall plants with grav leaves be- 
cause they nre verv conspicuous, like the high 
lights (it a picture. Fortunately most of the 
gra>'-leaved j>erennials are dwarf and spread- 
ing. s(> that thev can be used rather freely for 
carpeting the ground between taller plants. 
W e all know that white flowers are peace- 
makers in a border, but onl}- the elect seem 
to understand that gray foliage has the same 
function. <">iir summers are so much hotter 
than tli'i'-c nf h'.nghiiid that we ought to use 
an alimulance of wliite flowers and grav fo- 
liage. It is easv to overdo sil\-cr\- masses, 
especially if you put them next 10 dark patch- 
es, where the contrast may b< too strong But 
gray is a softer color and gray leaves often 
have a woolly texture. Moreover, gray is a 
notable harmonizer of purple, magenta, and 
criiii son-pinlv flowers, whic!'! cause ]icrhaps 
nine-i en 1 lis nf the cnlor liiscords in ordinary 
g;irdeiis. ( )n the other hanri, gray foliage has 
ri remarkable effect upon blue flowers, en- 
hancing their ])uritv and luster. Ecjc these 
reasdus 1 -bould use grav foliage chiefly to 
carpet the ground beneath blue flowers and 
those of the purple section 

The English do not spoil their lawns as 
of let! as we do bv scattering fine specimen.^ 
over them But they often feel the need of 
a formal bed of flowers near the edge of the 
lawn or near the house. I'nder such circum- 
sianccs .\mericans are likely to use tender 
plants when hardy ones would lie more pic- 
torial ill flower and more attractive in foliage. 
If you will place your hand over the 
flowers. you will sec how attl'active 
the foliage is when the plant is not in bloom, 
r mentioned many other long-bloomilig per- 
ennials and plants with attractive foliage in 
;in ariicle called "England's .\'ew Kind of 
I'lowcr lied," in The Cardeii .Magazine for 
.May, i';oo. 

There is a rigiit and wrcmg way of get- 
ting subtropical effects in a northern coun- 
try. Tender plants never look acclimatized. 
VVhy not study the great tropical genera arid 



find Out th<! northermost species of each ? For 
example, if we want the bamboo feeling in otir 
gardens why not use Phyllostachys nigra, vi'r- 
idi-glaucescei'is, and other hardy bamboos, in- 
stead of fancy grasses that must be raised 
every year from seed? If we want pinnate fo- 
liage, there are the .\ralia eordata and Cache- 
mirica. The classical leaf form of fig is mim- 
icked by the boconnias, of which there arc four 
hardy species. If gigantic leaves are desired, 
there are six hardy species of rheum. -\nd if 
brilliantly colored' foliage is needed, why not 
forget coleus for once in favor of the metallic 
blue eryngiums and echinops? 

Delicate, Misty, Airy Pictures. 

I think we are inclined to overdo what 
might be called, the masculine element in 
our gardens. You can vulgarize a garden by 
haA-ing too many plants with large flowers, 
such as hollyhocks, sunflowers, rose mallows, 
Japan irises, peonies, gaillatdias and oriental 
poppies. In the same class belong plants with 
big clusters of bloom, such as phlox and crys- 
anthemums. h garden dominated by such ro- 
bust and virile plants is in danger of becom- 
ing coarse. It needs the feminine refinement 
of delicately cui foliage and airy sprays of 
minute Tlowers, such as gypsophila or baby's 
breath. We conhl make our gardens a great 
deal cooler and restfuller by always having 
one or two fluffy white masses of bloom 
which suggest sea foam, billows, fleecy clouds 
and the like. For example, note the feathery 
plumes of the elm-leaved spirea, the liquid 
beauty of the Rogersia's tassels, the mistiness 
of the hcuchera, and the fleecy cloud made by 
the Crambe. 

In making such pictures the English have 
one great advantage over us in being able to 
carpet their borders with saxifrages, which 
arc as exquisite as lace. They are also very 
fond of the Californian heucheras, which arc 
practically unknown in the east. But there 
arc many good plants of this same general 
character, e. g., the feathered columbine (Thal- 
ictrum aquilcgi folium), and the flowers 
known as herbaceous spireas, especially the 
florists' spirea ('.\stilbc Japonica), the fcrn- 
Icaved and elm-leaved meadowsweets fUl- 
maria Filipcndula and pcntapetala), the true 
and false goatsbeard (anineus Sylvester and 
.\stilbe decandra) and the lovely plant 
known as Spirea astilboides. 

The planning of a border is a hard enough 
job v.'ithout complicating it with considera- 
tions of "masculine and feminine," but it 
might be well to stroll out to the garden now 
to sec whether two elements are well bal- 
anced. Perhaps your border needs some of 
the plants just named. 

The finest time for enjoying a garden is at 
dusk, but our twilight is so much shorter than 
the English that tliere is usually nothing left 
of it after supper. Many Americans can hard- 
ly enjoy their gardens except on Sundays or in 
the evening, therefore our gardens ought to 
be charming by night as well as by day, and 
they can casih- be made so if we have a fair 
proportion of white and fragrant flowers. Mr. 
John Williams has stolen my thunder by giv- 
ing lists of such flowers in The Garden Mag- 
azine for July. 1909. pages 332 and 333. 1 can 
only add a feu notes made in English gar- 
dens. 

Pale yellow flowers arc v'isible by night 
and the snapdragons of this color have a spec- 
ial effect. The English are also very fond 
(if Lamarck's evening primrose (known to 
seedsmen as (cnothera Lamarckiana), 

It is also pleasant to see dimly through 
the darkness white sheets of flowers carpet- 
ing the ground and still pieasanter when a 
rush of fragrance is borne to you by the night 
wind. Sweet alyssum and sweet woodruff 
furnish these sensations. .And at Surbiton I 
saw a species of woodruff nol described in 
Bailey's Cyclopedia, x'w.. .-Vspcrula hirta, which 
was notable for having the fragrance of al- 
mon ds. 

Wild Garden and Waterside Pictures. 

We have a vcr_y provincial idea wild 
gardening in .\merica. Most people suppose 
that it means the cultivatioji of American 
wild flowers. If you will examine William 
Robinson's delightful book on wild gardening- 
you will see that the main idea is to grow 
ihe hardy plants of other countries so that 
they will look like wild flowers. He invented 
this ide^ for the sfjecial benefit of plants that 
are beautiful when in bloom, but otherwise 
unfit for borders or showy gardens. 

For example, we do not take our perennial 
asters seriously J>ut the English do, 1 know 
one English nu.seryman who offers 137 kinds 
of j-'nglish asters. We give little thought to 
improving our native wild flowers, but the 
linglish cuhivaie 45 varieties of the New 
\ovk aster alone (.Aster Kovi- Belgb I . Some 
robust kinds multiply too fast for ;i border, 
but the finer sorts are often grown in fa- 
mous show gardens. What .American would 
ever take the trouble to stake asters? If we 
do we are likely to make them tight and 
bunchy. The English will .sometimes use 
bunches carefully cut in such a Avay as to be 
entirely invisible and }'et hold out these great 
sprays of cloudy bloom in more lhan native 
airiness and elegance. I met a lady who had 
two gardens or borders set apart for "Michael- 
mas daisies," as the English call them — one 
for asters of the finest colors and another for 
the strong purples and other colors that or- 
dinarily clash. The latter she harmonized by 
using plenty of white asters. 

The English do not despise plants with 
coarse or weedy foliage provided they have 
the pictorial quality. With us the mullein is 
a by-word and ^ jest. But the English cul- 
tivate fully JO species of them. The great 
golden candelabra, of the Grecian mullein (\'. 
Olyrtpicum^, borne on plants six to ten feet 



high make a stirring spectacle. Many mulleins 
have noble rosettes of huge silvery leaves. 
And breeders have improved the purple 
mullein (V. phoerticeum) until it now has a 
fairly good pink in addition to violet, Ijlac, 
rose, white, and copper color. ^ 

How little imagination we exercise toward 
plants who.sc chief fault is that they are easy 
to grow ! For example, many Americans have 
discarded Polygonum Sachalincnsc because it 
multiplies too fast. An English gardener told 
me that, if you will pull the suckers, hardly 
any will be formed after the third year. .And 
if you confine the plant to three stems and 
feed heavily it will make an extra tall and 
thick bush, and arch so gracefully that you 
may use it as a specimen plant on the laAvn. 

I believe we could make some extraordinary 
pictures by applying this principle to the per- 
ennial sunflowers and the plume poppies or 
bocconias. Other tall plants of rough or 
coar.sc habit that make very striking pictures 
in English wild gardens are the giant silver 
thistles (Onopordon and the like), the com- 
pfiss plants or silphiums and the metallic blue 
globe thistles and sea hollies. 

1 often saw great chimps of moon daisy 
(Chrysanthemum uliginosum) reflected in the 
water. This plant never attains magnificent 
proportions in a border unless it is given an 
extra supply of water. .A big colony by the 
waterside holding up thousands of great white 
daisies at a height of six feet is a vision of 
beauty. 

The greatest of all v\'atcrsidc effects in 
England is the titanic foliage of Gunncra. 
the leaves attaining a maximum breadth of 

I I feet. This is not hardy with us. The big- 
gest leaf we can have is that of Rheum Col- 
liniatmm. 

Of all the tall perennials I saw by the 
waterside in England, the most defined, it 
seemed to mc, was Polygonum Sieboldii -or 
cuspidatum. 

Pictures Containing Life. 

The brooding peace of secluded English 
gardens is made sweeter by the presence of 
white doves. The magnificence of others i.s 
enh'anced bp the presence of peacocks. Wc 
ought to attract song birds to the garden by 
providing a drinking and bathing place for 
them. I cannot even hint at other ways of 
bringing life into the garden because my sub- 
ject is perennial flowefs. But ^we catt use 
some of these to lure interesting creatu^^^. In 
the "American Flower Garden" Neltje' Blan- 
cban gives a list of red flowers wth long tubes 
that will attracr the humming bird. It in- 
cludes bee balm, wild red columbine, cardinal 
flower, and Coquclicot phlox. 

Very much like humming birds are the 
hawk moths, which fly at dusk and are some- 
times called humming bird moths. These you 
can attract by having plenty of fragrant white 
flowers with long tubes. I have seen a dozen 
of these forgeous creatures hovering over 
masses of the phlox called Miss Lingard. Nico 
masses of the phlox called Miss Lingard 
.N'ocitianas and honeysuckles will draw the 
largest and showiest moths, such as the Luna, 
Cecropia, Cynthia, and Imperial. 

Howevcr.^moths are night fliers and there- 
fore not so important as the butterflies, which 
animate a garden by day. Among the largest 
and most gorgeous of these arc the swallow- 
tails which visit a great variety of flowers. Vio- 
lets attract the butterflies known as fritillarics. 
Snapdragons attract the nymph which the en- 
tomologists call the "buckeye." The enthusi- 
ast who desires further suggestions along this 
line may glean them from Gonistock's "How 
to Know the Butterflies." There is one plant: 
worth ha\'ing in every garden because it is 
habitually covered with more butterflies at a 
time than any other I know. This is the blaz- 
ing star or the Kansas gay feather (Liatris 
PycnostachyaJ. If anyone knows a butterfly 
magnet to equal it I wish he would tell me. 

Lafcadio Hearn has a delightful study of 
the musical insects of Japan, which are raised 
and sold in cages. More practical for us is 
.Mrs. Comstock's chapter on "Pipers and Min- 
nesingers" in "W'ays of the Six-footed." The 
finest singers among the insects arc the bees. 
The quaint old beehives in English gardens 
are not only picturesque but furnish a mel- 
low and soothing hum. Bees are popularly 
supposed to have an affinity for flowers and 
the labiate type flower is certainly adapted 
to them. Nearly every garden contains some 
labiates, or members of the mint family. c,g,, 
thyme, lavender, bugle, bcebalm. or obedient 
plant. There are plenty of other plants in 
every garden to attract bees, but if you do 
not know .Salvia pratcnsc 1 wish you A^'ould 
try it. Eor then you will be sure of a good 
humming all day long and it is a brave sight 
to watch the stamens suddenly spring forth 
from their places of concealment and rub the 
backs of the bees with their golden pollen ! 

\ like to close these articles with a list of 
the best books that may help a student fur- 
ther, but in this case I am at a loss. Nature 
is more wonderful than any account of it, and 
the full beauty of gardens can never be got- 
ten into books. If you wish to make your gar- 
den more pictorial go to the nurseries now and 
see plants. Then go to gardens where they 
are artistically combined. 

The first half of September is an excellent 
time to set out new plants of perennials, ex- 
cepting crysanlheirtums, anemones and a few 
others. And if you wish to raise perennials 
from seed the best article J know of is "Flower 
Seeds for Present Sowing"' by Mr. McCollom 
in The Garden Magazine for October. 1908. 
Seeds of perennials arc easily and cheaply im- 
ported from Europe, for they arc light and 
there is no duty on them. — Wilhelm Miller, in 
Garden Magazine. • 
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THE POLAR REGIONS 



Several requests have come to tlie Colonist 
for an article, and one for a scries of articles 
on the North Pole. In endeavoring to comply 
as far as possible with these requests, some 
tilings will have to be stated triat have already 
been referred to on thi.s pa.qe, and some other 
things that are elementary will have to be 
discussed, but ihc coir-ersations one hears 
nowadays convey the impression that the pop- 
ular conception of the Polar Regions is ex- 
ceeding indefinite. 

If one could get far enough away from 
the earth at ihe .\ortli Pole to sec the earth 
as far soutb as the .Arctic Circle the imprts- 
sif)n that wntild be created in a general way 
would be of a great ice-co\'erctl ocean sur- 
rounded by land. If we begin on the western 
coast of Xorway aiul following the Arctic 
Circle eastward around the globe wc will find 
that for about half the distance it ])asses over 
land, except where it crosses the W hite Sea 
and one or two inrlentations of the Siberian 
coa.st line. .'\t about iKo degrees from .the 
starting point, or lialf-\va\' round the 
world, I'.ehring Strait would be reached, 
hut ibis walcrwa^• i-^ so narrow that it would 
lianlly be noticed. Then fcir 40 degrees further 
the Circle would be o\er land, then it would 
cross Pox Channel to Baffin Land, then Davis 
Strait to Greenland ; then across Circcnland to 
the .\tlaiitic ( Iceau, where it woidd lie acrns-^ 
42 degrees of water with Iceland just on the 
line. In other words, the .Arctic Circle is 
about 300 degrees on land and ()o degrees on 
water. Degrees of longitude arc meaiit. These 
of course \ar_\' in length proport ion.ately to 
their distance from the Kcpiator. ( )n the other 
hand if one could get in a similar position 
above the South Pole, he would a])pear to be 
above a great mass of land', almost completely 
surrounded by water. Not more than 50 de- 
grees of the /Antarctic Circle are acrf)ss land, 
and even there it is very close to the water. 

Lieulenaiil Shackleton discovered great 
mountain ranges near the South Pole; ajjpar- 
eiitly there are no such ranges near the .Xorlh 
Pole or anywhere in .Xorlh Polar regions, al- 
though there are l{skimo stories to the ef'fecl 
that high mountains can under favorable at- 
mosglicrie roiulitions ije seen nortli of liie 
nortliern cnntinental shore lint: of Canada. 
Thus the North Polar region appears to be a 
great lliougli not deep (lepression, while the 
South Polar region seems to be chiefly a large 
and in some places lofty cle\ation. Greenland 
and the islands of the Canadian archipelago, 
which extend northward a long distance, or 
within six or seven degrees of the .\orti", Pole, 
find their compliment in great water stretches 
that extend towards the South Pole. Speak- 
ing generally the hemisphere north of the 
lupialor is a land hemisphere enclosing a i^olar 
basin of water, atid the hcmis])here south of the 
l.'.quator a water licmis])here cnc'osiug a pol;ir 
land area. Owing to the difference in elevation 
the temperature al the South Pole is colder 
than at the Xortli Pole, and owing to the facts 
above nieniic)ned explorers at the Soiuh can 
map the region with an approach to accurac\-, 
for the land marks are permanent, whereas at 
the North the region seems to be covered for 
the most part with ice, which mfives more or 
less slowly. It may be interesting to add that 
the longest nearly eontuiuouv land line that 
can be drawn from .Xorlh to South would start 
on Grant Land, which is wesl of Greenland 
and extends to about 84 degrees north ;m(l 
acros.^ the Canadian .Archii>elago. tliciue 
through .Xorlh and South .America and thence 
to Graham Land, which probably extends to 
the South Pole. A line from the North Pole 
to the vS'outh Pole would in round numbers be, 
on the route to be followed in such a ca.se, 
about g.ooo iniles long, all of which except 
about 700 miles would be on land. 

There is [)robal)ly a vast deal more ice in 
the South Pnlar region than in the .Xorth Polar. 
It is eslunatcd ili.it the South Polar icecap 
is tlinus.-iiids of feet m thickness, .X(irtli Polar 
ice is coniparali^el y thin. Sir Georgr .Xares 
invented the term "palaeoer\ st ic" to di-seribe 
the ice north of Greenland, by which he meant 
that it was of very ancient origin. The great- 
est aniomit of ice in the Arctic is found north 
of America, and it is di'c in large measure to 
the vast (|uanlities of first water discharged 
into the .Arctic Ocean by the Northern Cana- 
dian rivers. 

There do not ;ippear to !)<,• ;inv traditions 
relative to the South I'olar regi.'in : at least 
none are generally known. ( in il^- nther hand, 
there are man_\' which seem to relate to the 
North Pole. The best collection of these was 
made by Dr. W arren, at one lime ])re;iident of 
the LTnivcrsity of Boston, who claimed to have 
demonst rated :i number of exceedingly 'inter- 
esting ])ropiisitions. Starting from the premise 
that, if the eru-th was once in a nebulous condi- 
tion and became e.xceedingly hot in the iirocess 
of solidification, as would iiecess;iri]\' be the 
case, he |)oinlcd ni\{ that the region ai'onnd 
the Poles must lia\e passed through every 
stage of temperature from extreme heat to the 
l)rcsent cold. He argued that in the gradual 
luocess of cooling through which the earth 
lias passed, the temperature at the Poles would 
diminish more rapidly than at the Ivpiator. 
Consccpient 1)- the earth would become fitted 
lor life al the I'oles S(joner than anywdiei-e else, 
t'onsccpiently also ;u ;i time when the circum- 
Polar region was first habitable, the l'".(|uato- 
rial regions would be very hot. Me ccdlated 
• all the traditions relating to the great moun- 
tain, whieh dominated the world, the Mount 
Meru of Indian and Chinese tradition, the 
Mount Olympus of the Greeks, the Mount 



Zion of the Hebrews, and others, and showed 
the remarkable similarity of them all. In 
Hindu mythology. Mount Meru stood at 
the centre of the earth and around it 
the sun, moon and stars revolved. The 
Parsee traditions say that Meru was the 
original home ol the race, which we call 
Aryan, and was a paradise. The fact 
that the severa-l nations of antiquity lo- 
cated this mountain, which was the home of 
the gods, in their own territory raises no dif- 
ficulty. Any one al all familiar with the 
mythology of the North .American Indians 
Icnows that they locate the \arious incidents 
in their own immediate vicinity. Thus ihc In- 
dians of the Olympic Peninsuln assign the 
great traged}', which o\-erwheliiied mankind, 
to a valley in the Olympic Mountains ; the 
Snoqualmie Indians say it took place in the 
valley of that river; the Milicetes say it took 
place on the St. John river in .New I'.runswick; 
the Indians, whose stor\- l.ongfellow has prc- 
ser\ed in Hiawatha, say it oecuri-ed a.l the 
headwaters of the .Mississippi, So with the 
Deluge traditions, each race that has preserved 
it localizes it. One can hardly believe that an 
intelligent people like the Greeks would sup- 
pose a minor elevation like Mount Olym- 
pus to be the home of the gods. There- 
fore, argues Dr. Warren, tl.e local moun- 
tains, referred to as tiie home of the gods, 
simply reiireseiii the gre.at ( rigin;il nionntain, 
w hich domin;ited the land in which the liinnan 
race first dwelt. This inouiilaiu was the earli- 
est home of the race, and ujion it mankind 
made greater progress than in regions further 
.south, which became habitable only at a later 
date. The present condition of the world 
shows thai a higher ci\-ili7.alion is reached in 
temperate than in ecjuatorial regions, .•uul, in- 
deed, in .Africa, under the Pcpiator it.self, we 
fin<l tlie' lowest type of humanity in the dwarf 
races. The inhabitants of the regions south 
of the W'orld-Meumtain, or, in other words, 
the iJcojde who lived outside of Eden, in what 
the Book of Genesis calls the Land. of Nod, 
wfHild look upon the d\\ellcrs upon the Moun- 
tain as superior beings. Here we get a pos- 
sible explanation of the reference in the Fifth 
Chapter i)f Genesis to the .^ons of ( lod and 
the daughters of men. The filmier found the 
latter fair to look ii])on, just as the people of 
temperate climes become enamored of the lan- 
guishing beauty of the daughters of warmer 
dimes. Hence also wc see how the people (jf 
the extra-Edenic region, knowing of the exist- 
ence of the superior race on the one side, and 
of the intense ennatorial heat on the other, 
might in later days, when the ( '.reat Catastro- 
phe came, cvrdve a myth of a heaven peopled 
by geids al)o\-c them -ind an inferno of heat 
and deiiifins beneath them. 

l'p"'i such a worlil there fell the Great 
Catastrophe, under whose slnulow we li\e to- 
day, and the recollection of which find- a place 
in the mythology of nearly all mankind. W hat 
was this catastrophe? Mythology suggests 
that it was the sinking of the great I'olar 
Mountain into the sea, an event followed by a 
perfofl of intense cold, before which the few 
siirvi\-()rs fled solltll\^•,•lrd to .a warmer climate, 
e;irrying wiili tlicni little except the traditions 
of ihc \-aiiished cri. In |)roeess of time these 
traditions would be greatly distorted .and be 
come mere myths. hiartliK- potentates would 
become gods; stories of intermarriages wt)ul(l 
supply a \-ast fund of mytlioiogical aiiccdiites, 
and in lime the "ales woidd lie assigned to 
nearby loealities. \\ e shall see in a subsecpient 
article what light geology casts upon the pos- 
sibility of this being true. 
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STRENGTH OF CHARACTER 

(hie of the oddesi things in e\'er\dai 
is the euiri'iil n.nioii that .1 in.aii, who rs uii- 
able to keep control ni his ;,])pelites .-ind p.is- 
sions. is a much sirongei- individual 'iienl.ill\- 
than one who takes a contrary course. .\ city 
minister, addressing the City Council icieiitlv, 
sj)oke of "weak-niindeil parsons," ,\s he was 
one of the class, w li'nii he iluis di senbecl, the 
presiunjition is thai he spoke sarrasl irally ; but 
till' fact th.ii sM'.li a. sare.iMu should be em- 
ployed shows i,he emi'eiiey of the idea aho\e 
referred lo. It i., noi a pailienlarK- diifieult 
thing to gi\e rein to one's desires; it is often 
very difficult to avoid (Ir)ing so. Of course 
when men reach middle age, and have their 
characters formed, no .special effort is needed 
to live an orderly, tcni])cratc life; but great 
strength of character is needed to axoxl excess- 
es ill youth, which m;iy le.afl to \rrv serious 
consei|uences in after life, ."^onu- people, ni fact 
if oiie may judge from \sli;it is said upon the 
streets, we might say very many people, think 
tliav those who abstain from siu'i pr.ae- 
tices as promiscuous drinking, gambling and 
other inirsuits not regarded as moral, are of 
an inferior type, as tliough the best develop- 
ment of mankind consisted in the pr.ietiee of 
habits that tend towards disaster if carried to 
excess. l"re(piently men sjieak of ■'chinch peo- 
l)le" as though to he assoei.at ed with ;i church 
and lo profess openly a belief in 1 iod and 
Christianity consliinieil an infallible sign of 
mental weakness. There ne\er was a greater 
mistake. The young fellow, who practises a 
robust Christianity, is a far stronger tyjie than 
one w ho yields to various forms of dissipation, 
and his course calls for infinitely more true 
manliness. 

Why are things wrong? Some may say that 
things are wiMiig which we are commanded by 
llie Deity iiol to do, or omissions to do what 
He has commanded. This is not a very satis- 
factory answer, and would not convince any 
one, who questioned the existence of a Deity 
or was disposed to doubt the possibility of. 



His giving cominandmenLs to men. There is 
another answer. Speaking of the origin of 
ethics in a previous article, the suggestion was 
made that the difference between right and 
wrong would naturally arise out of our duties 
lo each other. W hat is the object of life ? Un- 
less it is the best development of ourselves 
as individuals and of the community of which 
we form a part, it is difficult to suggest any 
respect in which we are different from the 
brute creation. If this is correct, then what 
aids in this development is right, and what 
tends to prevent it is wrong, lluman society 
is founded upon the family relation; therefore 
acts hostile lo the best de\-elopment of the 
family relation are wrong. Habits calculated 
to impair men mentally or physically are 
wrong. It was not necessary for any Com- 
mandments to be given on i\Iount Sin.ai or 
anywhere else to make these things wrong. 
It is not difficult to suggest circumstances un- 
der which the making of a bet is of itself not 
wrong; it is easier lo suggest circumstances 
under which it would he \'er\- wrong. There is 
no doubt wh:Ue\er that on the whole liettiiig 
does harm. Therefore the man who reluses lo 
bet, because he believes betting is a bad thing 
for a community, is _ cerlainl}- not displaying 
weakness of character, but possibly (juile the 
reverse. .So with other habits that could be 
specified. Abstention from tliem on principle 
may exhibit strength of |)iir]-)ose, and probably 
does in the great majority ni cases. 

Just one more suggestion. l<et us suppose 
that all men practised to excess the habits 
which same men practise tti excess. How long 
would society exist under such circumstances? 
How long would civilization be preserved? 
1 low Ifiiig woulfl the famil)' relation be main- 
tained? How long "ould material progress 
be possible? There can be no doubt what the 
answer to these questions must be, and in 
view ol it we ma\- well ask if it will be seri- 
ously contended that those things which jiro- 
mote and |)reser\-e all we \'alue most highlv are 
indicative of weakness, and those which tend 
to destroy the best achievement of the race 
prove strength of character. If the latter 
proposition be true, then the human race is 
presers-ed b}- its weakness, and the doctrine of 
the survival of the fittest becomes absurd. 



LODI 

The career of Najiolcon llonaparlc forms so 
large a ])art of EurcJiiean history that, in tell- 
ing the story of famous battles, it is necessary 
to sjieak of se\-eral in which he took part. As 
in tlie previous articles of this series, the de- 
tails of the conflicts \v\U not be given at any 
length. .At this day people are not so much 
concerned with ilie manner in which armies 
were handled or the deeds of ]iersonal prow-ess 
accomplished by indi\"i<lnals, Inil rather with 
ihe causes and consetpiences of the battles. 
The figiit at l,o(li w-;is a brilliant affair, not 
comparable in res])eel to the number of inen 
engaged with sonn; of .Naj)oleon's later battles, 
but it is notable for two reas(.iiis. ( )ne of them 
is that it gained lor France the possession of 
Lombarriy, and the other is that it was the 
beginning of .Napoleon's meteoric career — a bat- 
tle Avherein he displayed c|nalities of personal 
courage, ipiickness of ileeision .ami iin])etnoiis 
action, which won fui- him the unhoiniileil ad- 
miratiou nf the I'leiieh pi'ople. and in.'ide his 
subse(|iu'nl achie emenls ])ossible. The bat- 
tle of l.odi was fi. light on .Ma\- 10, iy<)(>. anil 
the oi)])oiieiHs of the l-'reneh were the .'\ns- 
irians. .X.apoleon was at this time not c|uitc 
twenty siwcr, \ ears of age. 

Conse(|m'nt upon the Re\obitioii, and 
through the iiiflu'- nee of W illi.im Pitt, a pow- 
erful co.aliiion w as f. irnie,l .against h'rance. The 
jiow crs act 1 ng 111 liarmoiu were I'.iigland. Prus- 
si.i, Ru^sM, ,\iistri,i, Sp.tin and I'ortuga'. To 
this ihe aiiswe'r of hraiuH- w ;is to raise an ann\' 
of 300,000 men. In hi hriiary, 1793. h'ranee 
declared war against luigland. and the allies 
began activ'e operations on the I'rcnch frontier. 
Iviiglish tr(3o]!s did iiol |)arlicipate in it. bui: 
I'jigland paid the expenses of most of the Con- 
tinental uowers. It \s,is ill this serii's of cam- 
paigns that the loeinh lniss.ars c.aiJiured the 
Diitidi firi'i ,at ih ■ Texel,. Tlu ve-sels were 
Ill-id la-i 111 the lee .atiil lh<' ea\-alr\- eil.arged 
across 11 ,and c.iplnred the ships, .\ll hraiiee 
was fired with ilie ulnio-.t eiithiisiasni on 
learning of this remarkable and unprecedented 
achievement. .Al the close of 1704 all the 
powers withdrew from the coalition except 
.Austria, and in the following year internal 
peace liaxini:- Iveii established in France, the 
Direcloi-y ri's(jl\ed upon ;i great campaign 
.ag;iiiisi .\ustri.i. Tliree .armies were despatch- 
ed with onlers to m.ikc their way to \ ienna. 
( )iu' ol them was coimiiand.- l l)\- jourdan, an- 
other b\- .Moreau and the third by Napoleon. 
The latter was given charge of the operations 
in Italy, wdicre a desultory campaign had been 
carried on for iw.) \e;irs under ,'sclierer. He 
began operations with astonishing rapidity, 
l.odi w .as the fir,-i of a series (jf remarkable 
victories, .and in ihe course of a few weeks he 
was supreme in Xorlhern Italy. He then ad- 
vanced with the ntiiiosl haste, hoping to effect 
a junclion with .Moreau in Kavaria. The .Aus- 
trian resistance was stubborn. Moreau and 
Jourdan were repulsed, and Napoleon was 
compelled to confine his operations to Italy, 
where he met with complete success, eventual- ' 
ly capturing Alaiitiia and forcing the surrender 
of the great .Anstri.aii General W'urmser. These 
achieveiiieiils. in the face of llic failure of the 
other leaders, led the iicojde of iM-ance lo look 
upon him as their one successful commander, 
and thereafter his will became practically the 
law of the country. In th.e following year 
he resumed his attack upon Austria, and his 



outposts advanced to' within an easy distance 
of Vienna. Then the Emperor in panic sued 
for peace, which Napoleon, absolutely without 
any authority, granted, and this young soldier 
of twenty-eight was in a position to dictate to 
the cabinets of Continental Europe. Eveii 
Pitt felt the situation to be embarrassing, and 
he made serious proposals for peace. These, 
though advantageous to France, were refused 
by the Directory, which was imbued with the 
idea of converting all Eurojie into a lepublic. 
There remained only one enemy, whom France 
feared, and that was England. .Xapolcon was 
now fairly starred upon his splendid scheme of 
universal dominion, but how it was checked 
will have to he tidd in another article. In the 
year i7<>S, so favorable had the com^se of 
events been, that he seemed justified in an- 
ticipating unlimited triumph. In that year he 
resolved to crush England. 



REIGNING HOUSES 

The reigning family of Sweden is of mod- 
ern origin. The iircsent King is great-grand- 
son of Charles XIV' Jediii, who previous to his 
elevation to the throne was Jean Baptiste 
Jules Bernadotle, one of .Xaijoleon's marshals. 
Bernadotte was born in 1764 and was son of 
a French lawyer. He served with distinction 
under .Napoleon, taking a cons]iicuoiis |iart at 
.Aiisterlitz and W agram, hut he never was a 
fa\'f)rile of the I'.mperor who appeared to be 
jealous f>f him. He was chosen Crown Prince 
of Sweden in iSio by the l>T't of that country, 
the reigning King having been childless. The 
only coiulitions attached lo his election were 
that he should be baptized a Protestant, which 
was done and he then took the names Charles 
John. His official title is as above given. By 
intermarriage with royal and princely houses 
the Bernadottes have become almost pure 
Tuelonic in blood. 

The reigning family of Denmark is also a 
late comer into the circle of royalties. 
Christian IX, father of the present King, was 
appointed to the succession of the crown in 
1852 by the Treaty of London. He was son 
of Duke William of Schleswig-Holstein-Son- 
derburg-Glucksburg and the Princess Louise 
of Hesse-Gastle. The Princess Louise was 
from the ancient royal house of Denmark, 
w hich came to the throne in 1448. The reign- 
ing families of Greece and Norway arc of the 
Danish house, the King of Greece being a 
Ijrother of the King of Denmark and the King 
of Norway being his son. 

The reigning family of the Netherlands 
(Holland) is of the House of Orange. It is 
descended from a German Count VValram, 
who lived in the Eleventh Century. One of 
tb(* Count's descendants married the sister of 
the childless Prince of Orange, and the title of 
prince passed to his descendants. One of 
them married the daughter of James II of 
I'.iigland. and reigned in that country with his 
wife after the exinilsion of James. The .Xcthcr- 
lands was a republic, but the House of (~)range 
attaining great influence, its head was declared 
Madlholeler and lIic office was made hereditary. 
The royal title was not conferred upon them 
until 1815. 

Belgium was declared a hereditary mon- 
archy in 1831, when it was separated from the 
Netherlands. Prince Leopold of Saxe-Coburg 
was chosen King. The Saxe-Coburg princes 
have alread\- been referred to in connection 
with the Prince Consort of England. 

( )nc of the most remarkable of all the 
reigning houses of l-".uro|)e was the I'ourbons, 
although none of its rei")resenlati\-es now oc- 
cupies a throne. This family is discendcd 
from Hugh Capit. who was elected King of 
France in 987. The name comes from a castle 
situated near the centre of France. The Bour- 
bons g;i\-e Kings to .Navarre. France, .'spain 
and Naples, besides attaining to many duke- 
doms and rouniships. The Legitimists in 
l''rance look upon the present representative 
of one o\ lli(- branches of the fainih' as their 
lawful sovereign.

THE SWISS 

There is an old l""rei;cli say ing rel<ati\e to 
the Swiss, whieh in itself is the highest meed of 
l)rai,-e, "Ee Suisse el le .Sapin sont freres." In 
the old days the tree furnished them entirely 
with their fuel, material for all their buihl- 
ing, and from its fibres they manufactured 
many necessary articles, in fact the peasants 
depended ui)on it for a living, but ajjart from 
its commercial value, they have aways rever- 
enced the tree for tlie ipialities it seems to 
them to stand for, integrity, indoniit.able 
strength, and a nameless courage. .So, in- 
spired by the exanqile of their tree, the)' ha\e 
tried lo live their lives accordingly, anel the 
world is their judge of how ^yell or how ill 
they have succeeded. We know that the 
Swiss soldiers have a name for unequalled 
valour, and th^t in the past, some of the mosti 
brilliant battles have been won largely 
through their inslriimeiit;ilily. We know, too, 
that their country, socially and jiolilically, is 
the admiration of all, ami its inslitiiti(jns 
worthy of wide emulation. There is not any- 
\\diere a more iiicture-sipie cu' a more industri- 
ous class than the peasants of .Switzerland, and 
their many characteristic!^ customs appqal ,: to; . 



our sense of the fitness of things, for they * 
exactly suit the quaintness of their environ- 
ment and the natural loveliness of the sur- 
roundings. For instance a recent traveller 
related the manner in wdiich she was greeted 
in each village wdiere she sto])])ed wdiile on her 
walking tour, wdien the peasants came out to' 
meet her with garlands cif flowers, which they' 
hung about her, makmg her welcome with the ' 
sweetest courtesy. An innate sense of delicacj^' 
and refinement seems to belong to the very 
humblest of them "iiid a sojourn among them 
is full of delighttul novelty. The brightest 
side of the picture is naturally sheiwn lo the' 
visitor, and it is a very bright and beautiful 
side. When we read the history of this "great 
little" country we are not surprised at its re- 
sults in the producing of the line race of men' 
and women of modern Switzerland. 

The earliest information we have regarding 
the Swiss people tells us that the country was 
inhabited primarly by two races, the llclvetii 
and the Rhaeti. The llclvetii are supposed to 
have been a branch of the great Celtic family. 
'^Plieir government was probably thai common 
among the early people, namely tribal, the 
tribesmen forming a numlicr of communities 
consisting of a head, his kinsmen, sla\'es and 
other retainers. .As the primitive political 
institutions (,)f these early races have been, 
dealt with at length in these pages it will be 
unnecessary to go again into detail. 

The early history shows the country to 
lia\'e been the scene of constant invasions. 
Augustus, the f^>man Emper(5r, first entered 
Switzerland and subdued the inhabitants. After 
him the Germans made great inroads, the 
Alaincnni taking possession f)f the land east 
o{ the Aar, while the Burgundians settled in 
western parts. The Franks were the next 
conquering invaders, and following them came 
a fierce Teutonic tribe called the Ostrogoths, 
who made however little headway as the 
Franks proved more than their equal in war- 
fare and for some years ruled the country and 
its diversified population ably and well. 

About the fifth century Christianity was 
introduced among the fhirgundians wdio were 
speedily convened. The new faith was not 
accepted by the Alanienni, however, until 
neary two centuries later, when their conver- 
sion was brought about by the famous little 
band of monks who had begun their mission- 
ary work under Saint Columba, and who were 
so energetic and zealous in the cause they ad- 
vocated that they were soon successful in con- 
vincing the Alamcnni of the falseness of their 
pagan gods, and instilling into their minds a 
profound respect for Christianity. 

From this period we will pass over the in- 
tervening centuries to 1264 when the rule of 
the Hapsburg counts began and became for 
Switzerland a very burdensome and t)Tannical 
despotism. Goaded to rebellion the people 
began their noteworthy struggle for independ- 
ence, and on August i, 1291, the men of the 
Forest Cantons, Uri .Schcwyz and Lhiter- 
walden formed an "Everlasting League" for 
the purpose of defending themselves against 
their oppressors. It is lo this period that the 
famous story of William Tell belongs. The / 
Austrian bailifis abused their oiYices to work 
hardships upon the peasants, and to commit 
many atrocities. One version of the story tells 
us that it was a ridiculous custom of one 
Gessler to demand homage paid to a hat of his 
which he had placed upon a jiole and carried 
by one of his servants before him. Tell, hav- 
ing some self-rcs|)ect. refused to take any 
notice of the hat. and Gessler immediately 
made him a prisoner and would have dealt 
out the maximum punishment only that Tell's 
friends were so many he was afraid to go to 
such an extreme at once. He therefore offered 
him a chance for his life, and we all know 
what a chance it was and the pretty story the 
poet has made of the incident. Another ac- 
count, however, relates that Tell, having been 
stirred up to a state of righteous indignation 
upon learning of the bailiff's e\ il deeils, excited 
his friends to t,-.ke a stand against him. The 
latter learning of Tell's doings, seized and 
bound him. .and was proceeding to take hiiii 
by boat to his castle on the Lake of Lucerne, 
when a terrible storm arose, the boat became 
unmanageable, and William Tell, renowned for 
his enormous strength ami his skill as a sailor, 
was released from his bemds upon condition 
that he \\'oiiId take tlieni safely to land. He 
was as good as his word; but when he had 
steereil the boat to a shelf of rock and all were 
on shore, he iirniediately shot the bailiff with 
an arrow Iroin his crossbow. ,aiid then went 
back- to I'ri, Once among his friends again he 
incited them lo oj)en rebellion and the great 
battle of Morgartcn was the result in v/hich the 
.Swiss were successful. 

Wars with .Austria followed in all of which 
the men of the evergrowing "Everlasting 
League ' were gloriously triumphant. In the 
last year of the fifteenth century. Maximilian I 
was defeated in six engagements when he 
endeavored once more to brin;.- .Switzerland 
under the jurisdiction ni the llf)ly Roman Em- 
pire. .After this final victory began the true 
independence of the country.

Mis desire is simply to amuse withnul dej^rad- 
ing', ;ind he succeeds adniirahh-. "Jeanne of 
ihe Alarshes" is a bnok which anv di'ie might 
read and'he none tlic worse loi", and in >st nf i:s 
are the Ijetter fin- being lifted out of ourselxes 
for an hour or two by the absorbin<j itUcrcst of 
a story cleverly told. If any criticism is neces- 
sary we might suggcsi that ii sci.'ins a little im- 
])rol)ahle, that wdiilc all n\ ilu- little \ill;ig-c of 
S;dth(")usc knew nl' th.c cxislcncc df secret 
])irate"s cluuuber, ,ind U'aiinc hcrsidl .and An- 
drew wei'e .alsii fa.iniliar with it. it si'i'ins sur- 
prising that K.atc w.as ihc imly one 0. liaxe 
thought of it as a place of coneealmeiU l>ir tlio 
missing man. Then the idea of such a depraved 
scoiuidrcl as Forrest, and sncli a consciousless 
schemer as the I ''rini'i.'ss. marrying and rctii'ing 
from the field of thv'ir ;id\cnturcs to li\c the 
simple lile is r.alhcr inci incei\-able. ikiwcver, 
these are minor details and do not (o any ex- 
tent affect the strength, of the story.

condemned than utilitarianism, in all its 
stages and in all its assertions, it is in direct 
opposition to common language and to com- 
mon sentiments. In all nations and in all ages 
the ideas of interest and utility on the one 
hand and of virtue on the other have been re-

Dr. W'ulliier goes on to explain the manner 
in which he renders the songs, saying: 

. "I cannot regard the lied from a merely 
musical point of view ; it nic^ns more to me 
than an arie, a purely- vocal piece. A lied 
must always stem like the expression of a 
jirofound soulful, personal feeling (die Ans- 
seruiig einer ticfen seelischen Selbtbefreiung). 
'I'he hearer must get the impression that the 
person who sings this or that song at thi,-; 
speci.al moment sings il not becatise he wants 
to do so or w ishes to please others, but because 
he must, because he cannot do otherwise, but 
must express himself, must give vent to his 
feelings. That alone is to ine true lyric art. 
Thus the mood (often also the content) of 
every song becomes associated with some 
aeliial occurrence in llie singer's ovvai life. In 
iliis way the lied becomes an improvasation ; 
it is, ;is il vvaa-e, horn anew taicli time it is 
-ling. To re.acli tli.al result, to crcaite llie song 
over again, each time from within — that is 
what 1 try to do. ]t is self-evident that in this 
procedure the tonal musical form must not be 
in the least neglected — for the form is here 
often the .soul 1 

"This is the manner in which I have been 
endeavoring these last thirteen or fourteen 
}aaars to sing C.erman lieder. At the beginning, 
f admil. 1 not seldom broke the form, which I 
realized later, k.ut perhaps that aj^o had to 
be ,as it was. d'o this day some of niy O|)pou- 
ciils find my melliod of utterance 'theatrical,' 
u.ay, even 'decadeiu' — I cannot judge that, of 
course. .At ai/y rate. 1 had not in the first years 
gained such control of vocal technic as I have 
now. J aimed only at expression, regardless of 
tone, and thus there was some basis to the re- 
port tb.at I was a 'singer without a voice' — 
one who 'declaims and speaks' rather than 
sings. This label will probably always cling 
to me more or less. I^ut 1 must say that I have 
suljjeeled the tone, too, from year to year to 
a more and more severe criticism, and have 
labored industri oirslv to accjuirc technical 
facility in tone-emission. T have endeavored 
to save and to develop wdiatcver of tonal 
quality was to be got out of my no loliger 
young and often abused throat; and while I 
know, of course, that in my case tonal charm 
can never be the main thing, I nevertheless 
hope, despite my age, to make some little 
progress in this direction, .above all in the art 
of saturating the consonants with a musical 
<piality without interfering in the least with 
distinctness of enunciation. Mood, expression,

Tlic (Ulicr way in wliicli tlu- desire for i^ain 
betrays itself in Egypt lias so much the look 
of frustrated but legitimate, ambition that I 
]iesitatc to call it avarice. In liheratiii.ef the 
Egyptian from tiie grasiiint; tyraniiv of his 
hard taskmasters \vc have awakened his luiiie 
oi improving the position of his fanvly. The 
father, being iicw secure in the posses>iun of 
his property, doir^.-^ tliat his children ?iiay ri>c 
to a rank that is l-.iglicr than his own. The 
fellah would like his son to become a clerk; 
the little sheik would like hi.s son to become 
a Moudir (a governor); the .Moudir would 
Hke his son to become a member of tiie IvCgis- 
lativc council, or pcrliaps a Minister. Kach 
proceeds in his own way to attain the hoi)e of 
his life, and the usual way of the- pf>nrcr man, 
in all parts of the c<ir.nlry, is that of scndinc;

couniry of the "Arabian .\i,i;his."

The Arab at EI Azhar 
The educati<in given in this vast t^nivcrsity 
is, of course, chiefl_\ Koranic, being principally 
concerned with the Koran, the I ladilh, and 
the .Moslem commentaries and histories. I'lU' 
this reason luiropean critics in Cairo, espe- 
cially Hritish critics, laugh at and desjiise it, 
telling amusing, .and perhaps not altogether 
apocryphal, stories of the ignorance of its i)ro- 
fcssors of the plain facts of modern scieuse. 1 
had heard the same stories in Rome about the 
])nests and cardinals of the Propaganda, and 
was not un|)rcpared to tind that s,,nie of ni>- 
countrymen in official circles looked uiion I'.l 
Azhar as a harmless and useless human ant- 
hill.

There he sees luiropeans of all 
nations, with a handful of his ow n |)eople. in 
possession of the wealth of the cinintry; he 
renienibers that ihe rich land of tin- \alley 
of the .\ile once Ixdonged to In-, own country- 
men. th;il niiicli of il e,;is f(ircibly taken awa\- 
from them b_\- their Turkish nuisur. ;iiiil llial

I'.asha's est;ile it did not ori-ni" li> her con- 
science, or i I was not within her |)ow ci'. to j.; i \ e 
b;ick io ihe peojile the jiroperty the}' had losi 
b_\- pillage. 

What wonder then, if the second generation 
of our Hg)'ptian critics feels little or none of 
the gratitude which came to us so cheerfully 
from the first? They are too young to remem- 
ber Ismail Pasha: .Mohaiiinied Hi is hardly 
more than a name to them, and they lia\-e no 
persoii.-il memories of the pains and ])eiiallies 
.of Tel-el-Kebir. .'^o. b;i( k fioin I'l .\/-,liar lhe\ 
go lo their distant i)ro\-inccs, such of tlieiii as 
are .\rabs, with a cheikiiig sense cif injustice, 
a tirm belief that they arc being ke|)t out of 
the possession of their country by the great 
Western Power which pretends to be still pro- 
tecting them from cruel taskmasters, but is 
really giving over their land to strangers, being 
first of all, and before everything else, con- 
cerned to [lay the di\-idends that are due to 
the Eiirii])eans who lent money, not to them, 
but to the rulers wdio had robbed tlieni. The 
Arab thought none of tl^esc things in the bad 
old days. Then he was content to believe that 



he was nobody, and that the great Pasha was 
everybody: he look that for granted: but now 
we have awakcneddiis sou! ; we have made him 
lo feel that if he is" only a poor wretch w ho 
sleeps on the bare earth, and wears nothing 
but a blue shirt, he is yet a man of hiiii^sell, 
and that his Koran tells him the truth wdien 
it says that he is the spiritual ecpial of the 
Kliedi\-e, and has his rights as well as his 
duties. It was a grand thing to do, but now 
that we ha\e done il we iiinsl be rea.ly [o pay 
the penalty. Lfa\ing, like Frankenstein, 
created a human being, we must be prei>ared 
to make the best of him, even though he 
threatens our own welfare. 

The Students of Cairo 

I'.l Azhar is, heyoiid doubl. ihe largest 
breeding ground of unrest in |-'.gy])l. jjcrhaps 
in the entire E;isi. but it is 1)\- no means the 
most (.djvious one. The higli schools of Cairo 
arc just as certainly — bv the operation of ]ire- 
ciscly tlic same laws of nature — producing 
similar results, and the disaffection in them 
is much more \-oeal. much more active. The 
yoiin|r follows in ihe medical ami law ."^chools 
collie, for the mo-,-, p,-iii, i;ui of the motherless 
homes 1 hav e dcsei ibeil. ■,\ lK're ihev are un- 
elit'cked hv that h male force which might be 
the mo-l elTeeln.-il iiifliienee t o\\ ;irds ( piit'l and 
gcni lem .-in A eoiidiici. The\- are as bright as 
liglii. as (puck ;is (piicksiAcr. and as clever as 
iialiire can make them. Their hope is to 
occu|)\ ])ositions in ihe Covernment emidiiy, 
and ihe\' see. or ilniik ilie\- see. the best pl.'ices 
in il filled b\ ioreiL.:iiei s. ineinding judgt-s who 
li;i\ i- nexi.'r been law \ ei-- ,iiid civ il serv;ii:is \v'ho 
ha\e not gone llirout^li ihe Civil Service. Thai 
f;icl of itseli e.xeite- their jealousv. ,ind their 
.•iiit;i'r IS w li(-lleil ( \i r\ dav bv the si^hi oi lour 
or five thoiisan-l I'.riiish soldiers, whose ra- 
tions they must t.vpeti 10 supply and whose 
wages they niusl expect lo pay. They ask 
why the soldiers are ihere, and. seeing no en- 
emv ill sight, thev rire bound to conchuie that 
the soliliers are mli'inled to suppress them- 
selves; so down ilicv go lo the ( )]H'ra Sipiare 
(llie llvdc Park of Cairo 1 ;iiid shout "l.ong 
live l\gypl !" iiiilil ilie police coui'' up ;ind 
scailei llieiii with .1 water hose. It is all very 
iidieii Ions, ihoiii.;h we iiial<e such a wr}' face 
ahuul it in l''.ii;;l;iiid. l!ui can we wonder '(hat 
the second generation of the Cairenes. know- 
ing nothing of the bankruptcy to which Ismail 
hr(iu.s;lit their failieis. or of the puddle of im- 
practical ])olitics mio which .\r;il)i jihiiiged 
llu'iii, feel no love for ihe rulers who .-ire Iceep- 
ing ihem out of ihe conirol of their country'' 

Pel me uol appear to .',ay lhal these two 
forces cover the w hole .grouinl of what is called 
.Xationalism in Egypt, bar from it, very far. 
There is a much higher impulse at work, as 
well as a much lower one — making on the one 
side for such a measure of constitutional re- 
form as would, by slow and progressive stages, 
associate the pcojde witli the C.overnment, and 
<iii the other side for open rcoll wTdcli may 
sonic day cxjircss ilself in .anarchy. Ihil true 
patriotism, the pure love of country, is a rare 
ihing. whatever its methods of expression, and 
it is doing no injustice to the ordinary forms 



of unrest in Eastern countries to say that the}' 
are largely based on disappointed cxpccialioiis. 
Is it not so in India? T am sure it is so in 
f^gypt, W'hy should we- p.ot recognize the 
simple fact and cheerfully face it? 

I have always thought t'lat Lord Cromer 
made a mistake in practically ignoring for so 
many years the rajjid growth of Nationalistic 
seulimem in l^.gypt. Mis reports (1 know lliem 
all) conlain few references to this palpable 
phenomenon, and the last of them, in which it 
is fully and powerfully discussed, is, in my 
view, sadly disfigured by a total misreading of 
the meaning and object of J^an-lslainism. and 
llierefore. as I think, by the pursuit of a 
gi.gaiilic phantom — the phantom of a vast 
Islamic or Arabic conspiracy against the 
Western nations. .Vationalism in Egypt, when 
vou see il :ii close (|iiartei"s, is re:i!ly a very 
siiu|de thing, not 111 the least com])licatcd by 
anv dark and deep designs, not inspired (ex- 
ccpt in the nobdest minds) by any lofty lioix's 
and aspirations, but founded, for the most ])art, 
on very niateri.il. and often very coiniiion])lace, 
considerations. It is the cry y>\ a second gen- 
eration of young Egyptians, who feel them- 
selves untrammelled hv the obligations, the 
responsibilities, the debts, and the duties of 
their fatlurs. and ask for what the \'oung 
Turks bavi- already obt:iiiied — a vnicc in the 
government of their countiy. Perhaps the)' 
are not ripe fcu' il. Perba]i.s ihey oiii;lit to vvail 
iinlii the fell.di also is re.'idy. Perhaps the 
felhih should have been nearer ready than he 
is after so many years of British rule. 1 express 
no opinion. 1 only offer these considerations. 

I did not know Mustafa Kaniel. and wheth- 
er lie was a patrioi in the higher or only in the 
lower sense I caiiiiol say, l)ui 1 w;is in P.g.vpl 
at the time of his death, and 1 can have no uii- 
ci-rt;iiiuy as to ihe raii.ge of llie sentinient 
awakeiu'il by thai event. Il w as u n i veisal llis 
funeral w ,is a sit;lii nev er to be forgotten. ( )ne 
unbroken mass o| huiii;m heads in their red 
larl-'ooshes. iiiakiiij.; liie broad slreels of Cairo 
look as if they were covered for miles with 
( hdental carpel I ()rations of frenzied elo- 
(pieiiei' .spo!<eii over the .^ravc! Enthusiasm 
.imoniitiiig to fanalic;d emotion evoked by the 
sigbi of the coffin! W hat a iiiemorv! W li.at 
a spectacle! The most gorgeeais p.age.iiils ol 
the W'esl vvdiild iiave hiok'ed mean ;ind tame 
and cold by ihe side of it. 

Sir b'ldon (ior.t actcil that day with the 
highes! vvi.idom. I have soiiu' reason lo fear 
lhal influences were at \vorl< with him to slii]) 
the ]irocession. Certainl}' I myself heard a 
prominent British official say: 

"The demonstration at Kamel Pasha's 
funeral should not have been allowed, and the 
procession on the fortcith day after it ought 
lo ha\'c been ])rohibited. The soldiers of ih'-- 
(")ccnpalion should have marched throu;:li the 
streets. They should li.ave k-e])l on iiuuadiiiig. 
There is jiisl one wav to Iceep down .sedition 
in I'i.gypt — ihe exhibition of force' Thai's the 
oiilv lliiii.g the ()rienlal umlerslands. 

.Madness! W ild and -wick-ed madness, born 
of utter ignorance of human nature and frantic 
defiance of the first lessons of history! I was 



on the spot, and I claim to have sonic knowl- 
edge of the soul of m.an at moments of great 
exaltation,, and I say- without apy- -hesitation 
tliat if our British soldiers had been -.brought 
down from Abbassiah on the day of Mustafa 
Kamel's funeral, with any intention of 
stopping the demonstration, the streets of 
Cairo would have flowed with blood, and the 
heart of Egypt would have been forever lost 
to England. 



DIET FOR DROWSINESS 

(From The Youth's Companion.) 

Sleepiness is a normal and healthy condi- 
tion when it occurs at the u.sual bedtime and 
when not extreme and overpowering; but it 
is not always associated with sleep. Some 
persons in perfect health and excellent sleepers 
hardly know the meaning of' drowsiness ; they 
are active mentally and physically "until they 
are in bed : then sleep comes at once, and when 
il leaves them in the morning they are again 
in full mental awakeness. Tlierc arc less for- 
tunate persons who never have a complete and 
satisfactory night's rest wlni arc 3'et almost 
constantly drowsy: they arc always nodding, 
bill when ihe head touches the pillow sleep 
recedes and the night is a succession of 
drowsy lapses to sleej- with the instant return 
of semi-consciousness. 

In general, with the exception noted at 
the beginning of this article, drowsiness is ab- 
normal and indicates something wrongs either 
in the body .if the sufferer or in his habits. 
Those wdio habitually cut nf( their hours of 
sleen, the "night owls" and the burners of the 
midni.glit oil, pay for their bad habits by at- 
t.-uks of sleepiness m the afternoon anrl early 
evening; later, forlunalelv. after the intlueMice 
of di.gesiioii wears off the drowsiness disaj)- 
pears and then, relieved of his burden, the per- 
son "sits up to all hours" again, thinking in 
that wav to make up for the hoars lost b\ 
the drowsiness. 

A slight drowsiness is often noticed after 
a hearty meal because active digestion draws 
a grea;>.,i \;d;mic of blood lo the stomach, 
so that the brain is relatively poorly supplied. 
In some southern countries this tendency is 
favored and the sicsia afler the noon meal is 
a nalionrd custom. With us ilic after dinner 
cup of black coffee often drives away the im- 
pulse to slec])— w lielher for good or ill may be 
left to the physiologists to determine. 

Si^nietinics we hear of attacks of sleepiness 
occurring suddenly at certain period.s of the 
(lay or at irregular intervals. These are alto- 
gether abnormal, and in such cases there is 
almost always some poison at work in the ner- 
vous centres usually a self-manufactured 
poison, which because it is made in too great 
(|iiantity or because constitpation or kidney 
disease preycnts its rapid elimination accttnui- 
lates in the system. 

An essential in the treatment of such cases 
is dieting. Meat should he given U]j for a 
time at least, and the only beverage allowable 
is water- or mill

It is a Simple 
demionstnation of llie truth of the poet Cray's 
statement that man}- a sfcni of purest ra\- se- 
icne is concealed in the dark uniathnmcd 
ileptbts of ocean! A splendid anemone is tlie 
\\'eyinouth Dianthus, so named because it is 
dredged up in Weymouth Bay. It is often 
six iiiihes long, and has its very numerous, 
small \bntacles arranged in lobes, or tufts, 
arouncf the mouth. It is either of a uniform 
bright ! salmon-yellow color or pure white. 
\Vhcii kept in an aquarium it fixes itself by 
its disci on the glass wall, and often, as it 
slowlv I'novcs. allows pieces of the disc to be- 
come tcurn off and remain sticking to the glass. 
These dictached pieces develop tentacles and a 
mouth, und grow to be small Weymouth 
anemonds. 



If thdi disc were sprea'd out and gave rise 
to little '\ineniones withdut tearing — so that 
they rcmiiined in continuity \v*ith the parent — 
\Vc should get a composite or " coinpound 

ani'mal, mude up of many anemones, al] con- 
nected at t he base. This acttially hai^pens in 
a'u'hole gt'oup of ]-)ol_\ps resembling the sea- 
aiiemoncs. 'i'hc}- grow inio "stocks." "trcc- 
Jike," or "encrusting" masses, consisting of 
hundreds a^vd even thousands of indivitiuals, 
each" With ftS^ niouth and tentacles, but with 
.their inner ir.avities and bases' united, 'riiese 
are the. "cor. al poh'ps," or "coral-insects" of 
old writers, iif so many \-aricfl kinds. Otic 
further feat-::.irc of great importance in a 
"coral" is the production of a hard deposit of 
calcite or lime stone, which is thrown do\n Ijy 
the surface ol" the adhesive disc, and is also 
formed in deep, radiating "pockets," pushed in 
to the soft ani'mal from the disc. The hard 
deposit of calciv'ie is continuous throughout the 
'"Stock," or '•'tV'fe:" and when the soft' sea 
anemone-like aii imals die. the hard, white mat- 
ter is left, and is called "coral." Very common- 
ly this white coi al shows star-lil<c cups on its 
surface, which cc 'rrespond to the loAver encN or 
discs of the soft sea nnomoiu'-likc creatures 
which deposited the hard coral. In a loss 
common group (ncpreseiitcd comnuinly on our 
coast h}- the so-i:alled "dead men'.s fingers" 
found growing on the over-hanging edges of 
low-tide rocks) the hard coral material does 
not form cups fr>T the minute sea-anemones 
wdiich secrete il. jStit tal<cs the furni of a sup- 
porting central or axial n kI ( sca-i)e!i'^ ) , or 
l)ranclicd tree ( sci t-buslics i . upon which the 
flesliy mass of poly-is arc tighty set.

But these, beautiful ^s they are, are 
nothing, so far as mass <uid dominating vigor 
'if growth are concerned, in comiiaris^m with 
the reef-building corals of the warm seas of 
the tropics. There these If.' nc-secrcting con- 
glomerated sea anenioiu's .-^cparati' riunually 
hundreds of tons (.if solid c;.dcitc per S(pi;ire 
mile of sea bottom from t he sea \\ ater. and 
iiuild up reefs, islands, ami 1 uig« cliffs of coral 
rock. They get the caicite- -as do calcareous 
seaweeds and shell-making dams, oysters, 
whelks, and microscopic cliafik-makers — from 
the sea — the water of the sea wl lich always has 
it ready in solution ff.ir their u;*^- And the sea 
gets it from the ri\-crs and streafiis which \ve;ir 
away and dissolve the old limestone deposits 
now raised into mountain chaiiis^. as well as by 
itself dissolving again in due c'Di.irsc what liv- 
ing creatures have so carefully separated from 
it. vSea water or fresh water will i a little car- 
bonic Hcid gas dissolved in it dissolves lime- 
stone and chalk — ^it becomes w'h at we call 
"hard." \eutralizc the dissolved carbonic acid 
(as i.s done in the well known Clark's process 
for softening water), and dowi)' fail Is the dis- 



"splved calcite as a fine sediment. These alter- 
nating processes "of solution and "precipita- 
tion" arc always going on- in the waters of the 
earth and sea. 

The name "jelly-fish" has reference to the 
colorless, transparet^t, soft, and jellyrlike sub- 
stanch of the bodies o"f;tif.e- animals to which it 
is applied. There are a number of marine ani- 
mals, besides the common jelly-fish, belonging 



ing.. to its transparency — it 'would encounter 
■ unsuspecting, jerkily-ino\'ing watcr-flcas, un- 
warncfi by an}' shadow cast Ijy the im])cnding 
giass-liice monster of half an inch in breadth 
slowly a]iprti;ichin.g li cim abo\-e ; and ;is soon 
as they touched it tliey were paralyzed (by 
micrpscopic poison-threads like tlio^e of the 
sea '^aiieniones), and were grasjjed and swal- 
.loxyed b)r tlie mo&ilc transparpnt probosis (like 
that of an eleph^ut, th9iigh ccrtaijily smaller.

the little jelly-fish, if removed from the tank 
and placed in a tall glass jar filled from the 
lank- water, spent its whole time in swimr.vhig 
upwards to the surface h}'- the alternate con- 
traction and ex]3ansioii of it;; disc-like body — - 
and then dropping gently through. the whole 
length of the jar to the bottom, . wliien . it wotild 
again mount. On the doAvnvvard journey— -ow- 
and having the mouth opening at its end, in- 
stead of a nostril), which hangs front llie' cen- 
tre of the disc-like jelly-fish. 

Very young fishes are often colorless and 
glass-like. Young eels of different kinds exist 
as flat, colorless, glass-like creatures (called 
Leptocephalus) of three or more inches in 
length, accord iug to species. AbsolutMy only 
the two black-colored eyes are visible as the 
creature swims in a glass of water. It is a 
puzzling fact that, .so far as is known, these 
vcrv transjiareiit. colorless youn.g eels only 
come by rare accident to the surface — and ex- 
ist in enormous nuinlicrs at a depth of 5015 
fathoms, where they were hatched; their par- 
ents, in the case of the common eel, having 
travelled hundreds of miles from frcSh-watcr 
ri\-crs and ponds in t^rder to breed here — they 
lirced nowhere else. We know th.it the sun's 
light docs not penctrritc below Jon fallioms — 
so that one is led to ask, "What is the good of 
bcin.g transparent if you live al the bottom of 
the sea, at a greater deiitli than _^his?" There 
is also a verv beautiful prawn, which 1 dredgcfl 
in Xorway in 200 fathoms, which looks like a 
solid piece of clearest, colorless glass. And 
ihcn there are some very beautiful little stalked 
ctcalures (called Clavellina ). fixed to the un- 
der side of rocks in the tidal zone, Avhich are 
absolutely like drops of solid glass an 
inch long. One cannot easily ima.gine bow 
colorless transparency can be of "life-saving 
value" to these varied inhabitants of the dark 
places of the sea-bottom — any more than \ye 
can assign any life-saving value to the bril- 
liant, gem-likc coloring of some of the sea- 
ancmoncs \s hich live in the dark on the undcr- 
surface of rocks. 

The most probable view of the matter is 
that neither the colorless transparency of the 
one set nor the brilliant coloring of Ihe other 
has anv \-alue : it just happens to be .so. and is 
not harmful. So, for instance, some crystals 
are colorless, some blue or green or yellow or 
red. Without any advantage to. them t On the 
other hand, we know that a large number of 
th,e animals' which live in the dark unfatbomed 
depths themselves produce light, that is to say, 
are phosphoresceni, and it seems i)robable that 
at great dc|)ths, though there is no sunlight, 
the" sea lioltom is ilium inated— we can only 
\agMelv guess to -.vliat degree— by the strange 
li\ iiig lanterns, fish, crustaceans, worms, and 
c\ cn microscopic creatures, which move about 
in (picst of their food, carrying their own 
searchlight with them. Another .suggestion is 
that the eyes of these inhabitants of the dark 
may be more sen.sitivc than our own, and even 
be affected by rays invisible to us. This, how- 
ever, is not probable, since whilst there are 
among them some w,-ilh enormous e}-cs, we 
find that at the greatest depths (two to four 
milcs^ even the fishes have no eyes at all, and 
at a tleiith of a mile there are many shrimp- 
like creatures in which the eyes have been 
complclciv transformed into peculiar "feel- 
ers," or otherwise ahortdl. So that we cannot 
suppose there is a possibility of developing the 
e}c of the dwellers in deep-sea darkness to a 
degree of sensitiveness greatly l)eyond that of 
tcrrcstri.-il animals. A limit of obscurity is 
reached when it is of no use having an eye at 
all and eves cease to have life-saving value, 
and accordingly are not maintained by natural 
selection.

The transparency and colorlcssncss of 
marine animals which float near the surtacc is, 
on the otlici hand, obviously useful, and to this 
group oiu" jelly-fishes belong. Not only do 
ihc} escajic observation by their transparency 
and general absence of color, but some actual- 
ly have a blue Iraiisiiarcnl coloring which 
blends with the blue color of the sea. Such are 
the gas-holding. i)ladder-like sac as large as 
your fist called tlic "Porltiguese Man-of-V\'nr,'' 
and the little sailing "Vclella,'" both of which 
float, and even protrude aboA'e the sttrfacc, so 
as lo catch the wind. Others arc only semi- 
transparent, and others are marked with strong 
red. browif, or yellow streaks. Many of the 
smaller kinds of jelly-fish have eyes which 
are bright red in color. 



The animals to which" the name "jelly- 
fishes" is now more or less strictly applied are 
(as that fine zoologist .\ristoile knew) in their 
structure closely similar lo ihc sea-anemones, 
but even simpler. Tliey arc called "llic .Me- 
dusa" bv naturalists. Thcii disc-like liodies 
are largely ioriucd l)y a jelly-like material, on 
the surface of which are stretched delicate 
•transparent skiQ, nci'vcs. and delicate muscles, 
whilst in the middle of the disc, on the surface 
Avhich faces downwards as the creature floats, 
is the iiKUith. leading into a rclativ(.'!y small 
pouched cavity excavated in the jeily, from 
w.hicli a delicate s}-slciii of c;uials is given of I, 
and radiates in the jcdly of the disc. There is, 
as in the sea-anemones, only one continuous 
cavity. The edge of the disc is beset with fine, 
sensitive tentacles, sometimes many feet in 
length, and the lips of the mouth are often 
drawn out into a sort of depending trunk, or 
into four large tapering lobes or lijis of jelly, 
which, with, the longer tcniacles, are used for 
seizing prey. The commonest jelly-fish on our 
coast — so common as to be "the" jcDy-fish par 
excellence — is often lo be seen left on the 
sands by the receding tide or slowly swimming 
in qitiet, clear water at the mouth of a river 
in enormous numbers. It is known as Aurclia. 
It is 'as big as a cheese-plate, and the four 
pouches- connected with the stomach are col- 
ored pink' or purple, and appear in the middle 
of the circular plate of jelly, like a small IMalt- 
esc cross. The rcproducti\'c particles (germ- 
cells and sperm-cells) are ])roduce:l in that col- 
ored region, and esca])c by the mouth. There 
is a fringe of fine, very short tentacles round 
:the edge of the disc, and they, as well as the 
great lobes of the mouth, are provided with in- 
numerable coiled-up stinging hairs or "thread- 
cells." similar t-o those of the sea-anemones, 
wdiich led .-Xristotle to call both groups "sea- 
nettles." Eight stalked eyes are set at equal 
intervals around the disc. 



Usually accompanying the floating crowd . 
of the common and abundant .Aurelia are a few 
siieciincns of a very unpleasant kind of Aleduca 
of a turbid appearance, often called "slime 
balls" b}' fishermen, from si.x inches to a foot 
in diameter. The tentacles on the edge of the 
disc of this Icind of jcll}'-fish are very long and 
elastic, stretching to several feet, even 3'ards, 
in length, and are provided with very power- 
ful stinging hairs. The tentacles not infre- 
quently become coiled around the body of a; 
bather; the stinging hairs are shot out of the 
little sacs in which they are rolled up, and the 
result may be vcr}- painful to the person stung 
in this way and c\en dangerous. There are 
two other common large jcll3'-fish on the Eng- 
lish coast, one with a wheel-like pattern of 
brown iiigmcnt on the disc, and the oilier with 
the mouth lobes very large and bound together, 
like a column. 



The common Aurelia is remarkable for the 

fact that the young which hatch from its eggs 
atlach thenisel\-cs to stones and rocks on the 
se;i bottom, ,-iiid grow into litlk; wdiite tube- 
like pol}-]is, about half an inch long, (piite un- 
lik'e tludr parent, with a crown of small tenta- 
cles surrounding t!ic mouth, whilst tliC}' arc 
fi.xcd b}' the opiiosite end of llie body. 'J'heii 
a very curious lliiiig happens. 'i~he little polyp 
becomes nipped at intervals across its length, 
so that it looks like a pile of saucers — a dozen 
or more. And tlie.i the top saucer swims away 
as a minute jclly-fi.sh, the next follows, and so 
on. so that the whole pile se|)arates into a. 
iiiiiiibvr of fieel}-swiniming }'oung, each of 
wliu'li gr.-idiiall}- '^rows into .a full-sized .-\u- 
n-lia. I li.ixe onlv once bad the chance of wit- 
nessing till:; l)eaiitifiil sight, ;ind that was many 
years ago in a lank at the Zoological Gardens 
(they have 110 such tanks nowt, Avhcre the 
])opy-likc young (called Hydraluba) spon- 
taneously put in an ap]iearaiicc, and proceed- 
ed to break up into piles of little di.sc.s, which 
sep;iratcd and swruii off as -mc watched them. 
The l''rciu-h poel, C'aliill,-i .Mendes. imagined 
a world where- the I'lowers flc\\- .'ibout frecl}^ 
and ibc but lerflics wi-rc fixed to stalks. His 
l';iiic}' is to some degree rcali/cd by the s-,vim- 
ining awu}- of the }oung jell}'-fish from their 
stalks. There an- a host of \-ery minute jelly- 
fish, measuring when full .grown only half an 
inch or less in diameter, and originate as buds 
from small branching poly|:)s, one kinrl of 
which is common on oyster-sh-clls, and is called 
"tile herring-bone cor;illinc." The firicd skins 
of these coralline pol}-ps (which are horti}') 
arc often to be picked up with masses of sea- 
weed on the seashore after a storm. The little 
jcll}'-fish are the ripe individuals of the" polyps 
and produce eggs and sperm which grow to be 
polyp-trees. These, again, after growing and 
branching as polyps, give rise to little jell}'- 
fish here and there on the tree, which, in most 
kinds ( though not in all), break off and swiin 
away freely.

Da-Siao- 1 uiif^ is the iiatnc name tor a 
cinnabar mine in ceiilral China which ha^ 
been worked for cciUunes by the primitive 
wicthods known to tlie native miners. VVilh 
fire they cracked and loosened the sohd rock 
and wit]i hammer and moil they chiselled it 
out bit by bit. until the mountain, in which 
the deposit ot cinnabar lav in horizontal lor- 
niation and whidi forms a wedge with peri)cn- 
dicular sides between tlic fork of a threat 
canyon which cnts deep into the hill-studded 
plateau of ^\■en-Sllan-Chiang, the place of 
"ten thousand hills." was drilled with- pass- 
ages like a rabbit warren and hollowed in 
places into great chambers, inside which could 
be put a good-sized church and inside those 
to which the daylight could penetrate whole 
families built their huts and passed their 
lives. 

Many a fight and many a murder has taken 
place in' the dark recesses of the underground 
cit\', where the human ants worked and 
quarreled and fought as only a horde of 
Chinese wyth their quick child-like passions 
caa work and quarrel and fight. 

As the workings of the mine grew larger 
and larger, so the horde of workers grew 
more and more numerous, until, at the time 
that the "foreign devil" mining engineer 
came and saw and coveted the minef his 
"foreign devil" company many a hnnrired 
men, women and ehildren were directly de- 
pendent for their means of subsistence on the 
ore which they mined and sorted and treated 
in the Da-Siao-Tung. 

Small wonder then that it was not at first 
an eja^ matter to icconcilc them t^i the 
change of ownership and the change of work- 
ing methods when the "foreign devils" had 
made their bargain with the Chinese gdverii- 
ment and the Chinese owners, and came tn 
take possession of the mine which had been 
worked by the latter and their ancestors many 
and many a generation before the coining of 
the "foreign devil out of the sea." 

•Uy degrees, howe\Tr, tlmse of iheir. wlm 
were employed to carry <in the wmk of ex- 
tracting and' treating the cinnabar ore l)y 
modern methods under the nianagcniem nf the 
foreign owners, who himglu the mine and 
sent their engineers and ()\-erscers to wnrk 
it, recognizing that tiiey were l)Clter paid and 
better treated under the new management than 
under the old way before the coming of the 
whites, gained confidence in their new mas- 
ters and worked willingly and well, and. al- 
though the change meant that there were few- 
er of them actually engaged in the Avorkin.ijs 
than before, the coiuniunity generally in the 
mining town .-idjacent to the wurknig-; was 
more [)ros!)crons and riches in this world's 
goods; good wages regularly paid without 
"squeezes" and without deductions, shorter 
hours, and better \\orking conditions soon 
brought the Chinese to see that they were 
really better off than inidor the old system, 
and the company came tn lia\e a force of or- 
derly, g(3od-iiatured workers who ne\er ,t,'-ave 
any very 'serious- trorhle. 

Cinnabar dust, however, in that part of the 
world is much as g>dil dn-^t heie, ,l;o(.(I as 
cash, and the clean, red einiialiar used to be 
panned out by the natives in just the way 
that, a gold miner jians out the yellow metal, 
and, exchanged in the market for copper cash 
or goods, a' small (|iiantit\- of it was conip.ara- 
tively -Valuable and easily secreted in the folds 
of a'girdle or a tnrhan: eoi-.secineiilly, jiilfer- 
in"- was conunon. and the custom v,as to 
search all the miners ;ind coolies as they left 
work to ]5revent the loss by stealing becoming 
serious. Ciiinese here may have learnt that 
b.one.sly is the best jjolicy, even as some ot 
them tiiere came to learn it, but speakiiiL; gen- 
erally, the Chinese there were only honest 
.through fear of the conse(|ucnecs of bein.o; 
' fbuiid out to be the reverse. 

Pilfering was a matter of everyday nc- 
•■ currcncc and provoked little notice, punish- 
ment followed detection and the incident was 
speedily forgotten, but robbery under arms 
was a much more serious aftair. 

The ])cnalty for armed robbery in China is 
death, and the Chinese, naturally an exceeding 
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ingenuity in devising different ways of car- 
rying oijt the death sentence. The popular 
idea is that criminals are executed in China 
bv decapitation; so they <ire sometimes, but 
there are other ways of doing away with the 
undesirable, such as the cage' (in which the 
victim has just room to stand with n cord 
round his neck and a certain number ot 
bricks under 'his feet, of which one is re- 
moved each day until the end), and other still 
more revolting atrocities, the details of which 
arc hardlv iileasant reading, so that it will 
be apparent that an aimed robber is usuallv a 
prcttv desperate charcter who will do his ut- 
most to elude capture. 

On the other iiand the Chinese soldiers, 
the equivalent of our ])olicemen, are usually 
pusillanimous to a degree and best described 
by the one expressive Chinook word "cultis. 
Their efforts to capture desperadoes are not 
usually very sincere, ar.d the robbers arc more 
often than not .given plenty of time m ,get out 
of the way and comparatively sehh^ii brought 
to book for their crimes.

THE FRENCH HEROINE 

The heroine cif I'reuch nmels has. always 
differed from those of any other naticn. She 
has been exireme always, bather she, belongs 
to the tipper ranks of life, where the trammels 
of c(uivcnii(jnality may be carelessly; ignored, 
or she was altogether beyond the pale of law 
and order. A few of the latest women novel- 
ists are endeavoring to alter these oo.idilions. 
Their aim has been. to iii\esi the Frei.'.chwoman 
of the bourgeoisie or middle classes with suf- 
ficient rcmaiice lo render her attrac^:ivc to the 
modern novel-reader. 'J'o some ex1j:Mit the cx- 
runplc of a certain grou]: of hniglish 'writers has 
been followed, and recent French croines are 
placed in circumstances similar tor those fem- 
inine types who have been prescjnted to the 
British public as embodying the aspirations 
and ideals of the middle-class heroine of today. 
The Bride and- Her Qiat 
In France the women of tb«: bourgeoisie 
have ahvays enjoyed a certain liberty and 
something of an independent position, because 
of the dot provided by their [.jarerts. Even 
modern novelists do not leave this dot out of 
their culculalions. In the avenigc household 
the dot comes from sources thgt English peo- 
ple would scarcely have work)f:d to the same 
advantage. To use types from; real life is per^ 
missible as a side issue' to the novelist's crea- 
tion. A peasant woman in the South of 
France had made a success rii" growing mush- 
rooms, and she bequeathed ho.- mushroom tun- 
nels to her granddaughters. The girls were 
infants when the grandmolb er died, and the 
parents rigorously set aside the revenue from 
the mushrooms. They edjicated their girls 
and set them in the way 01 'earning a good in- 
come as teachers, and the girls placidly look 
forward to the time wh.en, ?f still earning their 
own living at 40, they will bcrin a position to 
retire as rentieres. \ 

In a quaint little town- 4n' 'the sunny South, 
loo, a huge snail stretches ovxir a shop door out 
of a gilded shell. Underneath is written "Es- 
car.gots" (vine snails). \\ ilJiin the shop there 
i> nothing lo be seen but. at certain seasons a 
stout and smiling elderly peasant. Her daugh- 
ters were so well dowerr^d that they married 
into the bourgeoisie, and, now hax'e good, com- 
fortable homes, wdth latge banking accounts. 
In her early years ihi:5 woman was left a 
widow with two childn:n and a very modest 
income. She went iinio the vineyards and 
gathered the \ ine snails, considered a delicacy 
in I'Vance and sold thenn, to such good account 
that she \ery soon esta:blisiie(l herself in the 
little shoj) with the gildt.'d snail as a sign. Her 
business grew and .gne.w. Women and chil- 
dren came from miles round bringing baskets 
of vine .snails, which she bought for a trifle 
and sold at a profit iji her shop. Cradually 
she supplied the nei'g-hboring towns. Still the 
business wa.\ed praspcrous, until today the 
baskets of vine snai.ls. liave increasel manyfold. 

It is with wonicj.i of such jiractical s])irit, 
such ca])acilv for iJirning small tliin.gs to ac- 
counl. that the m ''cel.isls must perforce deal 
when they go to tl^ire realities oi middle-class 
life lor their hcroiues. The b'rench girl of to- 
ilay has similar ta'Jtes lo those of the English. 
Life in Paris, in a little flat, is a trifle more 
picturescpie in its mi ggi-stioiis than in London, 
if, for a young .^ii'i. il is iiedged about With 
more difficnltie^. The l''rench .girl who goes 
in for artislii- wfjiiv appears to find a con- 
genial atmosphe.i c mure easily, and it is. to 
all .a|)pearances, ie.-s difficult for the writer, 
e\eii of limited /ncome, lo foriu a salon and to 
find herself the centre of tin admiring crowd, 
sought after b3j society, flatlercd, and over- 
estimated. 

In France (he state schools offer good op- 
porlnnities to w( mien, bul, as jnd.^ed fiann the 
pictures of wr'/icrs of lod.ay, the life is more 
grey and <lul.( than the life of ihc English 
.-cliool iiiislres's. ddiis, as sng.nesled. might 
arise from ihe. lack of imagination in the wo- 
iiieii ihemsehx's. \\'onu-n iioxelists show how 
fret|uenlly as a school mistress the French 
woman of yer/ huimble origin, may raise herself 
by dint of sheor- hard work and ambition to a 
considerable i^o.^o'tion. In F'rance, as iu Eng^ 
land, there ; fre scholarships that give, sufficient. 
o|)portuniti( to students to improve , their 
chances. 1 ("rom simple and obscure , villages 
ihey enter for the state examinations. They 
find their -/vav' to f*aris to study atUhe.,Sor- 
bonne. ' . , ' ' ' ' '"■„v;i. I'.' 
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fur this nnn- spr.rin;^ the offeiicloi's; 
but a.s (JcorRo pliiloKi .pli IcuUv reinark- 
t-U, it way a great deal liflti.-r than a 
lieiUng!"

THE GREAT DRY PLY MYTH 

It is popularly suppo.sed that dry fly fishing 
is excessively dif¥icull— difficult. / mean, be- > 
yqnd evei-y other, form .t.pfi the art. l,'4e>indt 



know vvho is responsible for this imposture. 
I imagine it muatibe the genius or genii who 
first" apfplied the wclfds "chuck and. chance it" 
and "fine and.Jiar off" to the wet and dry 
miilthdds respectively. I cannot think that any 
two epithets have ever more successfully 
exalted one set of men at the expense of an- 
other. Yoti would suppose that any fool can 
go and throw a blue upright into the Barle at 
Dulverton 4nd pull it out again with a trout 
on it. You would imagine that no chalU- 
stream fish may be lured at a less distance 
than seventy yards. There is no especial, merit 
in fishing With a long line, Ko good fisherman, 
wet Or dry, gives a trout an inch more than is 
absolutely necessary. Perhaps, of the two. 
the wet fly mart uses the longer line, and he 
certainly, if he means to catch fish, throws as 
"fine." b}- which 1 understand "light." as the 
wet condition of his lure will let him. Rut 
■'tine and far off" remains the special property 
of the dry fly school, and the wet fly men con- 
tinne to g<i abont under the imputation of 
"fehucking; it and Cbaflcing it." This shows 
ho\y important it is to be first in any field, 
even of muttial recrimination. The arrogant 
dry fly school has fastened "chuck and chance 
it "'on the other fello\^■s for ever, and nobody 
pays any attention to iheir ai>swering "creep- 
ing and crawling" beyond stamping it vulgar 
and jealous abtise. 

This cheap snce^r at the wet fly man has 
pnwcd so successful that he himself has come 
to believe that it is true, lie forgets that his 
knowdcdge of the troiu's habits is infinitely 
larger than that of his sclf-coiLstitutcd superior. 
He fot'gets that if the two of them (grant me 
two. fisheVmen of ^ sort of hypothetical mathe- 
matically abstract character, each kn6wing 
nothing of his rival's method) are placed on 
the bank of an unknown fast stream, that 
knowledge will enable him to give the dry 
fh' man first fishing over every pool and run, 
,-^nd that, after the dry fly man ha.« laboriously 
and vainly flogged every inch of water, he (the 
wet fly man) can come along and take a 
brace or more in a dozen casts, placed deftly 
in the twelve spots where, from the condition 
6f the water, the state of the weather, the 
season of the year, and a huridred other things 
about which the dry fly man knows nothing at 
all. he suspects the good fish arc lying. 1-fe for- 
gets similarly that, placed on the bank of an 
unknown chalk stream, he and the dry fly, man 
are in this respect reduced to an cquility. that 
a rise breaking the surface of the water .speaks 

10 both of them with the same sound, and that 
a fish lying in mid-stream is equally visible to 
both of them. He does not realize that a 
knowledge of the fisheS' habits is ( I speak 
comparatively) practically no part of a dry fly 
angler's equipment. The mere tact that on 
a chalk stream he can jettison the best part of 
the lore which it has taken him many years to 
acquire, without doing his chances of sport 
any harm whatever, should cause him to think 
better of himself. Rut he docs not know this. 
Again, he docs not realize that the dry fly man 
owes half his vaunted acc'.ii-.?.cy of castuTg to 
the rod maker and the line spinner, atul that 
in this particular also they are pretty nrach on 
a level ( it is understood again that 1 speak of 
the skilful of both schools). He does not 
realize that to he the dry fly man's equal, if 
not -■.upcHor. he has only to buy a certain kind 
of apparatus, to learn not to work hts fly, to 
avoid drag, to pull in <;lack. and to distin- 
guish betw ecn a number of unfamiliar artificial 
patterns — all matters, surely. |Within his com- 
petence. 

.Vo. he accepts the e.-tiniale which the 
world, taught by the dry fly man, has formed 
of his attainments, and. until he has tried a 
chalk stream for himself, imagines that he 
might as well fish in his mother's pail as in 
the Test. He is all wrong, and here is an in- 
cident to encourage him. 

In the early part of this century a man. 
whom 1 will call .Mac.^rthur. came upon mc 
nut of the Kast. demanding a chalk stream and 
instruction in the dry fly business. .\s he made 

11 clearly understood that he was to pay for 
the chalk stream. 1 underiook to introduce him 
to a water which I had fished riuring the three 
previous seasons, and, because 1 was poor, had 
given up. .My anxiety to return to that water, 
plus the deep affection 1 had for MacArthur, 
blinded mc to the second part of his demand. 
In the course of a few posts MacArthur was 
the better by a rod tor the season) and I by 
twelve guest's tickets. During those early 
• Isys, while we waited for May to come around. 
Mac.\rthur's confidence in and reverence for 
my knowledge and skill were highly gratify- 
ing. He had never itsctl a dry fly. and though 
he has not his equal as a wet fly fisherman, he 
was filled with that fear of the chalk stream 
and that humbleness of spirit of which I have 
spoken. He looked upon those who do their 
business in clear Avatcrs as belonging to an 
order of beings higher altogether than his own. 
He abased himself before mc as an initiate- 
designate of some esoteric cult might abase 
himself before its tirand Lama. He received 
my lightest word on dry lly angling as if it 
were a revelation, and permitted me io spend 
many pounds of his money on the purchase 
of a valuable rod. reel, line, and other things 
withbilt a word of complaint. He said that if 
he wcfe permitted by Heaven's help and mine 
to slay one trout out of that river before he 
returned into the Orient, he would die bless- 
ing my name. 

Nothing that 1 could say would pcr.suade 
him that chalk-stream fishing is pure skittles 
compared with that he was accustomed to find 
in a tiny bush-.shrnudcd brook near Midhurst 
(a place in which he could catch trout all day 
Idng.while J .shduldi havcispftnt mytimc.cuttittg 



down trees). Nor cotild I get him': toi under- 
stand that^easy; thoUpth; it might bei ltam ex- 
tremely ufihandy at tt* He said that I only 
talked like that to' encotiragc him,, whereas I 
was really trying to encourage mysilf. For I 
had disco\'crcd that T possessed ■ a' reputation 
to which ndbody could possibly live up, and as 
the day approached when I should have to 
"show him how to do it" at the expense of 
those fish under whose contempt I had \vrithcd 
three summers long. I v,'<widere<i sometimes if 
I had not better perhaps .break my right arm 
in two places, and so pres*fve to MacArthur 
the last ideal that he was eVer likely to 
cherish. 

.At length the first day of May dawned, and 
my right arm was still, as much as it ever had 
been, at my service. 1 made. aS the newspapers 
relate of the condemned, a hearty breakfast of 
sausages and 'bacon, and smoked a cigarette 
while MacArthur greased his line for the third 
time since he iTad^iPisen. Presently we were 
by the water's edge, and for half an hour 1 
showed Mac-\rthur how to ca.st his fly over 
imaginary fish, and how to keep his ro6'< 
point up and pull in the slack, all of which he 
managed to do — easily. You are to remember 
alv\'ays that MacArthur was a most accom- 
plished fisherman. Suddenly he found a fish — 
which I had failed to observe. It lay near the 
bank on which we stood, evidently just posted 
for breakfast, about fifteen yards above us. 
The water was tltAf of rushes and weeds, nor 
was there any eddy or glide. The bank was 
free of high gtass and trees and all other 
nuisances. The wind blew gjently up stream. 
1 had a perfectly clear right-hand horizontal 
cast. It was what is called "a sitter.' As we 
looked the fish sucked down a fly. "Have at 
him. ' said MacArthur, as he crbuched to the 
earth (what h' had not read about dry fly 
fishing was not worth writing). "I want to 
see just how yOu do it." 

It was incoriceivjitble that I shdtild ever And 
a more easily pikced' trout. I knelt doWn. as 
the books recommend, let out line, cast and 
the wind— the kindly wind of the west — drop- 
ped a pale olive 3in. above the nose of the 
fish, which took it instantly. T hooked him, 
rattled him down stream, and had htm in the 
net before thf how! which MacArthttr uttered 
as T struck had ceased to reverberate among 
the surrounding chalk hills. I do not hesitate 
to say that the thing cow.ld not liave be*n bet- 
ter done. I said "There !" 

MacArthur was breathing heavily through 
his nose, and his eyes were .shining with de- 
light and excitement and triumph. He had 
seen the luring and slaughter of a chalk stream 
trout — a trout of 1^4 pounds, a trout twice as 
big as the biggest he had .ever looked on. He 
said that it was magnificent, and launched into 
praises of my skill. I preserved a modest 
demeanour, and told him that now he must 
get one. -He despaired of ever attaining to 
my accuracy and deadlines*. Seeing a fish 
about 300 yards -up stream (he had an eye like 
a telescope) he besought mc to come and 
catch that one too. as he had hardly had time 
to observe my methods. He said it was a 
privilege to watch mc. I did not say what I 
would do until we reached , the rising fish, 
when I told MacArthur that he must have a 
go at it. I pointed out that he had not taken 
a rod on this river to watch mc Catching fish, 
but to learn to do it himself. 1 insisted on his 
trying for this trout. 

The place in which it lay was situated 
twenty yards across the stream under the over- 
hanging branch of a willow, and on the far 
side of a thin line of rushes and weeds. The 
rushes and the branch were so disposed that 
the only possible chance of getting a fly to the 
fish was to shoot it out of gun through a gap 
.some ro inches wide. J said, "This is not a 
particularly easy cast. But. remember, if vou 
hook- him yOu must bustle him. Though you 
break you mustn't give him his head. This is 
your only chance. You recollect what I told 
you about raising your rod high in the air and 
walking backwards into the meadow? This is 
an occasion when you must do that.'' 

i\fac.\rthur asked me if it was possible to 
cock a fly properly at that distance. This seem- 
ed to be the only doubt that troubled him. 1 
told him (because he had on a dry, well-oiled, 
and well-made . fly, which would cock itself 
quite independently of the person who throw 
it) that it was quite possible, "For you, per- 
haps," said MacArthur, and as he began to 
get out line I could fee! the blushes chasing 
each other up and down my body. The next 
moment MacAtrhur'.s fly passed' through the 
gap which I have described, and lit, cocked to 
a miracle, on the only square inch of water 
where it could have served any useful purpose 
whatever. The trout buried itself on to the 
hook. MacArthur struck, raised his rod high 
in the air and began to walk backwards 
steadily into the meadow, just as 1 had told 
him to do. The trout, paralysed by astonish- 
ment, followed obediently. ' wriggled itself 
bodily over the weeds and through the rushes, 
swung in the deep, safe water for a second, and 
made o<T up stream like lightning. But he was 
well hooked, and there was never any cause for 
alarm. MacArthur reeled him in. let him run. 
reeled him^ in again,, and. after the usual fuss 
and bungling with the net, 1 got him to land— 
pounds. MacArthur was dumb with de- 
light. .When I had recovered the power of 
speech I said: "You now see how easy dry 
fishing really is. Any man who can cast as 
you do may fish a chalk stream with every 
prospect of success.'' I advised him to go up 
the river and practice on his Own account. "All 
you have to do."' t said, "is to avoid drag antl 
pull in your slack, and forget that you ever 
thought there was anything difficult about this 
gaiiiCi" t 



The really remarkable featiii-e of this story 
is that at the end of the day MacArthur ad- 
mitted that the capture of his first trout was a 
fluke, whereas it was not ; it was the masterly 
cast that did it. MacArthur, though he had 
never fished a chalk stream, knew more about 
casting than nine dry fly angler-, cut of ten 
that you will meet in conversation. But 
though he brought back two other fish, he had 
acquired a resp,i;ct — a quite proper respect — 
for the many which he had failed to take, and 
in the light of this experience he Avas inclined 
to belittle his first supreme performance. He 
was enchanted with his sport, but by no means 
puffed up. and he was as ready as ever to sit 
at mv feet and hear me talk, in spite of my 
having caught nothing mot'e. Subscquenth'. 
during that seasc^i, he beat my take every 
time, and I think he must have modified his 
view of my dexterity. But he ncv'er let me 
see this. Which shows, first, what a magnifi- 
cent nature is McArthur's, and, secondly, 
that a first-rate wet fly angler who approaches 
a chalk stream with the proper rod and line, 
and takes an instructor in whom he has im- 
plicit confidence, can do as well as anybod}-. 
if lie will only follow that instructor's hints to 
the letter. But I ha\'e yet to hear of the drv 
fly man who mastered wet fly fishing in a 
season, or five seasons. Two things are neces- 
sary to both arts, an apparatus and manual 
.skill. But to the wet fly game must be added 
knowledge. And the greatest of these is 
knowledge. — W. QuiHiam, in The Field. 



DISTANCE SENSE OF THE BLIND 

It hai? long been known that some blind 
per.'iOns can move about in places that are en- 
tirely strange to them with a remarkable de- 
gree of certainty and without coming into 
collision with any large object. Half a century 
ago Spallanzam discovered that bats can steer 
clear of obstacles in total darkness. In order 
to miike sure that the sense of sight was not 
employed he blinded some bats and found that 
they flew about as confidently and safely as 
before. 

This experiment proved that warning of 
the presence of objects is received through 
some part of the surface of the body other than 
the eyes. In the case of blind persons it was 
thought that at one time this Avarning was 
given by sound waves reflected by the objects, 
but this theory is disproved by a simple ex- 
periment. When a blind man's ears are stop- 
ped completely the sense of distance remains, 
although it is greatly diminished. This shows 
that the sense of distance is not identical with 
the sense of heiring, and that a distinction 
must be made between the sense of distance 
and the directional power of the blind. This 
power depends chiefly on the sense of distance, 
but involves also hearing, smell, the tempcra- 
tive sense, and perhaps still other factors. 

It is a noteworthy fact that the Sense of 
distance is not possessed by all blind persoriS, 
but is found pnly in a few and to very different 
degrees in these. The blind possessors of thi,s 
sense locate it in and near the forehead and 
say that the sensation is vague and somewhat 
resembles a light touch. From the experiments 
of Kunz, Woelft'lin and others, it appears very 
probable that the distance sense is a function 
of the sensory fibres of the first branch. of the 
nervous trigeminus, which ramifies through 
the face. It is still unknovA'n whether the dis- 
tance sense is served by special nerves 01 by 
fibres which also serve the pressure and- other 
senses. An investigation of the conditibnis 
which favor this sense would be very valuable, 
practically as well as theoretically, for thor- 
ough development of the distance sense would 
make the lives of the blind far safer and more 
independent than they are at present. 



The Barefoot Dancer 

Some of the good ."-^unday-school teachers 
of the Puritan towns of the United States arc 
working themselves up to a fever heat at the 
idea of the advent of Miss Duncan in her re- 
vival of the classic dances of Greece.. The 
dances themselves are modest in the extreme, 
but the whole trouble lies in the fact that Miss 
Duncan is to dance in her bare "tootsies," 
which inexpressibly shocks the Sunday-school 
teachers, many of whom have probably viewed 
the Salome dance« without any misgivings at 
all. In an editorial. .Musical .America thus 
comments on the event and its significance: 

Isadora Dunc^in vv ill be with us during the 
coming season. She should be met on every 
hand with an understanding of what she is 
-striving to do. She is not competing with the 
dancers of the Broadway shows. She will be 
incomprehensible an,d dull alike to the ttn- 
spcakable chappie who frequents the theatres 
and to the reputable theatre-going busiiic?,-, 
man who is oblivious to the glory that was of 
Greece, She makes no appeal to prurience. 

Miss Duncan has studied to reproduce tli<" 
.expressive dance of ancient Greece, as others 
have .striven to rise to its ideals of sculpture 
or drama. She must undoubtedly have studied 
out the spirit and meaning of the ancient re- 
ligious dances, for in a Bacchic dance she imi- 
tates the motions which would occur in play- 
ing the instruments sacred to Dionysus, and'a 
Pyrrhic dance she takes the severe attitudes 
of the wariioi-. 

Intrinsically beautiful as arc the motions 
and attitudes of Miss Duncan to any eye sen- 
sitive to beauty, she will be seen: undcrstand- 
ingly only by those who have some slight con- 
ception, at least, of the ancient Helienic world 
of beauty from which she draws her inspira- 
tion and her models. It is a pitv .that Mis,=5 
Duncan should have to fight her way in .Am- 
erica again,st )hc ignorance and stupidity of 
PuritCHjracjr. 'l^'''.

THE DAWN OF COMMERCE 

Curious Facts of Commerce 
Trade and money ;irc such familiar parts 
of the social sv.-^icm that \cw realise that there 
was a lime when the}' did not' c.xist. it seems 
incredible that people could live without 
knowledge of so simjde a form of trade as bar- 
ter. ^'et many races of savages have been 
found utierl}' igniiraiit of its must elemental'}' 
])rinciples, and it is an irreslihlc C(inelii^ion that 
c\'cn the lordK white man was imt a whit bet- 
ter off bel'ore he began to ehinb the ladder to 
ci vilizati<Mi. 

C^aptain Cook reported of' bis discov ery <if 
"the Australians that they had no idea ol traf- 
fic. • Later visitors confirmed his statement. 
Many travelers have found other tribes in 
the .same condition. Dr. .Machiy, visiting ilie 
people of Astrolabe i»ay. .\'cvv C.uinea, found 
an "apparent absence trade or barter. They 
exchange incseilts, howexer, when two tribes 
N'isit each otluM", each part}' gi\-iiig the other 
wdrat ilie\ ha\c to spare, but no one article, 
seems ever to be exchanged for another of 
supposed ef|ui\'alent value." 

D'Albertis found a like ignorance of barter 
among the people of the interior of .Vcw 
.Guinea, lie says of one who came aboard his 
vessel : 

"1 asked him for the belt he wore round his 
waist in exchange for some glass lieads, but 
he dirl not seem to understand ihe [irojiosal. 
which I had to luak'c in pantrimimc instead of 
vocal language, lie spoke a few words to his 
people, and then took off his belt and received 
in exchange the beads and a looking glass, in 
wliicli he seemed afr;ud to look- at himself. 
\\''hen. hovve\-ei'. he was on the point of return- 
in;. Id .shore he wanted to ha\'e bis belt back, 
and it wa>^ impeissible to make him understand 
that he had sold it, and that if he did not vS'ish 



to part w ith it ;,ihe must return the articles he 
had received in exchange."

Africa. On the s.niie principle it is the labor 
involved in getting the precious metals as 
well as their convenience for coining that has 
eventually brought them into genci'al use f9r 
money.

It has become too 
general, and though there arc still man}' places 
VN'here women will not smoke, and some res- 
taurants where the proprietors will give a hint 
to a client that "the other ladies do not like it, ' 
no astonishment is now felt when a woman is 
seen opening her cigarette case. A pleasant 
aroma is the first requisite the feminine smok- 
er looks to, and while a man will smoke "any 
old thing," as a wife recently said, with con- 



siderable di.sgusl, after .sampling her hu.s- 
band'.-. cig.irettes, a woman will choose a good 
brand and stick to il. So far the average 
woman does not consume as many cigarettes 
a day as the average man — and the reason is 
not difficult to find. He can smoke while go- 
ing about his daily business, and when travel- 
ing up to trnvn in the morning train, and after 
lunch in his favorite rcst.'iiirant.

Lint these special cigarettes arc 
only purchased by the amateur, who smokes 
not because she appreciates the .solace of to- 
bacco, but because she think.s she looks ^ at- 
tractive with a cigarette daintily poised be- 
tween her fingers. The woman who smokes 
because she rcall}' enjo}-s the j)raclice does not 
sam]de the specialties the tobacconist has pro- 
vided for her. She knows e\ery maker, and 
she clio(.>ses after man}' trials. .A si)eciallv- 
iuiported Russian blend, vvhich is not too tighl- 
1}' packed, and cousequciilly does not go out 
directly it is lighted, has many feminine vo-, 
laries. Cigarettes with mouHipieces also find, 
favor with women, owing to an impression that 
they do not stain the teeth nor injure the lips. 

It is stated by a W'est-end tobacconist that 
mail}' of his lad\- en-toiners have their cigar- 
cites made for them, and marked with their 
monogram and crest, "Women are excellent 
judges of a good tob.'icco," he remarked, "and 
the old jokes about the wife who choosesj her' 
husband's cigars and cigarettes no .longer hol(l| 
good. A woman generally mak^s an c>:cellent[ 
choice, and is far less casual .in her puiichasoi 
ihaii a man would be.; ., ' 
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Rliodcsia may claim the honor of possess- 
ing- in the Victoria Falls of the Zambesi River 
one of the most remarkable and grandiose evi- 
dences of Nature's .handiwork, says the f.on- 
t d6n Diaily Telegraph. Within the last few 
V , years thousands of people have visited tiic 
i* fa'Us, and surely not one can liave ic^one away 
without beiufTf forcibly impressed in' iheii" 
^vondrous beauty. Jndeed, it may be safely as- 
serted that the lime and expense of a trip to 
South Africa are fully repaid by this spectacle, 
and that even the most hardened sightseer will 
at the first view admit that here is something 
more astonishing, more sublime than anything 
imagination can conceive. 

In the course of many world-wandcrin^.s 
over paths belli familiar and otherwise, j have 
seen much of Nature in her graiv.lest, her 
wildest, and her softest moods, but nothing so 
strange and beautiful as the great falls of the 
Zambesi. In brief, a mighiy river, over a 
mile wide, suddenly plunges into a narnnv 
trench 400 feet deep, and forces a path tlirou-li 
a- chasm which is barely too yards wide .W the 
■\S;iater's edge. Can you piolurc this scene, set 
in the radiant frame of tropical ve.netalion ? 
Can you imagine the innnoil, the roai', and 
rush of this pent-in flood, the heavy, eenseless 
bbom of the massive waters, the gigantic cloud 
of spray soaring into the azure heavens, and, 
as the sun sinks to the horizon, shot with the 
most exquisite shades of rose and .^reeii? 

It was in 1855 that Dr. Livingstone discov- 
ered the falls. He landed on a small island 
now bearing his name right on the edge, and 
for once, slarllcti out oi liis usuai calm by the 
impressive scene before his eyes, he carved his 
initials on a tree. In his book, "Travels in 
South Africa," he naively wrote: "Tins is the 
only instance in which I indulged in this piece 
of vanity." Yet it was an unfortunate ex- 
ample, for today, unhappily, on all sides beau- 
tiful trees are cut and hacked with initials and 
names to gratify the merciless vanity of the 
tripper, despite the urgent appeals of the au- 
thorities against this stupid practice. . 

Livingstone's tree is still pointed out, but 
the original letters have since been overgrown 
with age, although its trunk is plentifully 
liiarked with "D. L.'s." It was I^avid Li\ ing- 
stone who gave the falls the name of \ ictoria, 
changing it from the picturesque and descrij)- 
tive title of ".Mosi-oa-tunya" (the smoice that 
sounds) Most true, indeed, is the name, for, as 
in the early tlawn the train ncars the end of its 
night's journey, a dull roar as of the lite of a 
great city in the distance greets the ear, and 
straight, seemingly out of the earth, rears a 
vast bank of cloud which the rising sun at 
first vainly tries to pierce. This dense cloud 
is a mighty wall uplifted a thousand feet and 
more above the top of the falls. As the sun 
climbs the cloud gradnalK- lessens, until in the 
heat of the noontide a thin cloud hangs abo\'e 
the ridge, only to increase once more in vol- 
ume as the atmosphere cools. 

Nature's Splendor 
After seeing tiie falls it must be acknowl- 
edged that no written dcscri]Mion, however 
poetical, however correct, no i)icture, no photo- 
graph, can convey in any but a most inade- 
quate sense the awful splendor of the scene. It 
is one of these occasions when the author 
realizes the utter inadc(|uacy of his gift of 
expression, when he vainly searches his choice 
store of words, ;ini! finds nothing but wlial is 
poor, .sterile, conipleteK- \oi(i in the essentials 
to convev' properly to others the impressions 
that are creating a lasting picture in his mind. 
Books and views can only suggest what the 
falls arc, but to understand their awful majos- 
t)' they must be seen, and seen not (nice, Init 
many limes; not at one hour, but at all hours. 
See them at sunrise, at nnon, at eventide and 
again under iiioonhglit. See them toda}', and 
again tomorow. and the interval will cause yon 
to discover new beauties, new charms iiitherio 
overlooked. Sec them at high water, alter 
rains, and again when the flood is low. C>ne 
could spend months there, and never lire of 
their beauty, but as few, if any, conid spare 
the time, the period of the year wlien all cir- 
cumstances are most fax arable is in w inter, 
about ihe end of June or the early part of Julv. 
It is the dr}- ami healthy se.i.s Xo rain falls 
between April and (.)ctol)er. !\arelv i^ a cloud 
seen in the sky. It is for those fresh from 
home a lovely .summer, foi- iiere on ihe borders 
of the great river, as ojjposed to elsewhere in 
South Africa at this lime of the year, it is 
green and fresh. The vegetation is luxuriant 
in its richness, and the many islands above 
the ra]dds arc vases of palm, fern and rrceper. 

The falls are oxer a mile wide, nuire than 
twice as liroad .and twice as high as \i;ig;ii;i. 
They ha\'e a drop of 400 feel, a height greater 
than that of St. Paul's Cadicdral, while as a 
further illustration, if you set the western end 
opposite the Marble Arch, you would have to 
walk along Oxford street as far as Bcrncrs 
street to reach the eastern extremity. Two 
small evots, lioaruka and Li vin.gslone, divdde 
the falls into four sections, ;'nd the vast mass 
of water is jirecipitaled into a 1. arrow trench 
400 feet deep, less than ino yards wide at the 
bottom. /\l one |-,oint onlv', some thii'd of ;i 
mile from the eastern extremity, is there an 
outlet, a narrow canyon of no great width 
, , through which thunders and tears in endless 
-• tumult the river for nearly forty miles, held 
compressed within the rn.Lrged w.alls. 'J'his 
first view is obtained from the hotel gardens, 
at a point wdierc the canyon abruptly doubles 
back in the first of the zig-zag curves. The 
falls are not visible. There is only the sound 
of a muffled' roar ; just the cloud of steam 
spray. 

j It may appear a sheer desecration of so fair 
; ''ii'scene to have a railway bridge spanning the 



chasm, but truth must admit that the work 
has been carried out in a manner not to offend 
the eye. Designer 'and builder are to be con- 
gratulated on a very, effective piece of work. 
In certain atmosphei"ic lights the bridge re- 
sendiles delicate traccrv ; iis hori/ontai lines 
throw up more clearly the de])th (.if the gorge, 
and from one end an awe-insjiiring is 
obtained of the "Moiling Pot." There is so 
much to do, so much to see, that it is well to 
go to work systematically. It is possible to see 
the falls in one day, but it is a strenuous day. 
Leaping Water 

The majority of visitors allow three days, 
giving an opportunity for an excursion up the 
river by canoe, f myself stayed a full week, 
and wished it might have been prolonged to a 
month. On more than one occasion we relaxed 
from sightseeing and simi)ly loafed on the 
stoc]) of the hotel, for although we weic told 
the weather was cool, we from home found it 
absolutely hot. 'idle air -is cool'and crisp at 
dawn; indeed, the night is- usually cold, but 
within two hoiir.s of rising the sun shone 
warmly, and b\- noon the thermometer in the 
shade stood at (.i\-er So'^dcgrees. ^'es. here where 
w e are in midw-intcr. ,-U ncirly .v^'oo feet, il is 
,So degrees in the shade, w ith a cloudless sky. 

.\o wonder the tourist smiled when told it 
was cool, ami comforted himself in the shade 
of the stoep, content to pass a whole day in 
blissful rejio.se, lazily watching the waters 
swirling through the canyon 400 feet below, 
or that wonderful bank of spray udiich in the 
late afternoon assumed the most exquisite tints 
from a veritable pillar of flame to rose, pale 
green, and opal. F.ach afternoon as the sun 
moved on its path the same lovely spectacle 
greeted the eye. far outdoing in radiant beauty 
the stilTcr colors of the ordina.ry rainbow-. 

The first point of interest is the Western 
Cataract, or "l,eaping Water."- Here the 
])laeid surface of the river is first broken into 
small rapids, then rushing in tumtiltuous 
esctacy down a short declivity it takes a 
breathless plunge into the depths below. The 
water courses through a narrow channel be- 
tween banks fringed with graceful trees into 
the chasm, which ;d)rui)tl_\- turns al right 
angles ;md into \\-hose midst the eye \-ainly 
tries to see. 

Immediately lielow the water is beaten into 
masses of swirling foam on the rocks, anil as 
they drift away they \-anish into the cloud of 
spray which hangs like a pall across the 
chasm, shutting out as it were the entrance to 



some infernal region. It is dark, cold, gloomy 
below, and yet it seems the water, falling on 
some hidden fires, turns to a fierce steam which 
should scald the tiold observer. Although 
the narrowest of the four .sections, "Leaping 
Water" was to me the most beaut ilnl, the most 
tremendous in its strength, one unbroken mass 
of leapfng, pulsating energy which rushed lii 
its fall with fierce delight. 

^I(>ve on along the Icilge into the "l\;iin 
h'orest," a jungle tjf tree and p.-ilni and lovely 
ferns v,-o\en togeth.er b}- tough. libroiu, 
creeper into a canopy tlu-oiigh- which the strong 
sun i)Ciiclrates soft patches. .\ few slepjs 
aside from the dry path, and you are seized and 
buffeted by a driving rain. It is only the 
spray throvvn up from 400ft below but it comes 
with a strength of rain borne on a gale. .-V 
good w.aterproof, leggings, and stout boots are 
wanted, or, if you prefer, put on your oldest 
clothes ;ind make up yoiir mind to die drencli- 
ing. just thi-)se few- steps from dry laud to tlu- 
diixing rain. The trees drip will' iinMSl ure. 
the ioiig!;, rank' grass is hung with mvriads of 
'!ewdro[)s glistening- in the sun, the rocks 
streaming with water, give but a precarious 
foothold, and beyond a few feet only is that 
dreadful chasm into whose depths we cannot — 
dare not — gaze. 

.\'ow and ;igaiii the -|ira-,- I'ils, and \vi- -ee 
the mass of w-ater coming over the Mam 
h'alls. .A few seconds and the spray 
rolling up, fog-like, shuts out the sight, 
only later to lift once more. .And so on 
through the "Rain Forest," now walking over 
a carpet of maidenhair fern, then out into the 
open to snatch another glimiise of this mira- 
culous spectacle, until the end is reached on 
"Langer Point." opposite the beautiful "Rain- 
bow- b.'ills," where all d,-i\- hangs the andi 
of many colors, "Danger Point" is the 
climax, llere on the narrow proinonlory the 
rain drives with tremendous force, a cold gale 
blows, and it is hard lo keep the water out 
of the eyes. On'c drops at full lenglh. wriggles 
throu.gh the dank grass to ihe edge, vainly en- 
deavoring to see •■.hi- holtoin. Tlie ri\-er is 
still lli.L',]!. tile w.-dl of water \el t'K. hr;o,y. the 
Si'iray still to.] thick to set- well, ;iiid under ll>e 
clou<lless sky. our garmems stream v.iili v.ater 
as we meet the full foi'ce of the "sti.rni." Th.e 
elfeef is n-io^t bizarre, ;ind .-'ilr.i. non-.ensic,-il 
in its way, for as if by magic we step li;ick 
into the forest, where it is shady and dry. and 
within a few minutes the waterproof is too

From the north end of the railway bridge 
across the "Boiling Pot," a fine view is seen of 
the "Rainbow Falls" through a crack in the 
canyon. Right below the ri\-er looks jjlacid, as 
if weary after ils dreadful lea]). Jt seems 
strange. Surely a river a mile across suddenly 
compressed into a width of one hundred yarfls 
should be struggling frantically to free itself. 
The surface is flecked with foam, eddies swirl 
and twist in all directions, and yet it is 
strangely quiet seetfiingly. Then we remem- 
ber \t is so far below. A bottle dropped over 
almost vanishes from view ere a tiny splash 
shows it has struck i-hp water. 

The riv er is apjiarenllv fathomless. I low 
deep it is no one knows. It has been jilunibed 
manv- hundreds of feet, but as jet it keeps its 
secret. Those w ho are ent-rgelic proceed along 
the iHu-tli etige of the canyon and scramble 
through the palm kloof, down a very rough 
p.iib in a forest of palms, to the edge of the 
"Iloiling Pot," and watch now at our feet the 
river coming like a mill-race smash against the 
w-all of rock, to be hurled Iiack and dashed to 
lo;iming vva\-es in .'il! directions, llere at this 
point il seethe- .-md Imbbles. si ni.g,gliii,i; to gel 
away until it runs inl(i tin' calmer rciclie,-;

eastern cataract, and again a scene of frcsTb 
be.iuty and wmidcr greets us. We mutter tt) 
each other, "exiraordinary, amazing, beauti- 
ful." knowing full well how feeble are these 



epitbetjj, how little they reflect our thoughts. 
Our C!^ meras are busy, and yet again* we know 
'the res ults must be so poor, so tame, so lacking 
in the' marvellous realities. Yet be praised we 
have cnir memories to treasure the glories, the 
terrib.''ii wonders of the scene, and to make us 
imdc-js jland how small and petty we mortals are 
in the face of such an unbridled force. 

Lvvrtly. there still remain to us the delights 
of Hie water picnic. I'or eight miles above the 
riv ier is only brok-cii by tiny raj-iids and inter- 
sc'ited with beautiful isies. We take a- canoe, 
w.'^'h five native padcUcrs, and resign ourselves 
to/ the luxurious ease of it all. The mnno .skims 
eiifiily, we loaf with immense ctijoyment, and 
by-and-by, on Kandah;ir Island, we spread our 
ht'iudi, and, under the shelter of fern and palm, 
sp.end a gloriously idle time, half dreaming to 
tJ le rnurnuir of the riv er.

fanciful shades the glories of the setting sun. 
Peyond, the sky is ablaze w ith the wonders of 
an .African sunset, arinnnl us the repose and 
silence, broken rnily by a muffled roar, of the 
coming nirht. Peace and war; Nature in her 
softest and wildest moods, all that is soft and 
beautiful mingling with all that is grim, weird, 
irresistible. Such are the Victoria Falls of 
the Zambesi River. 



nrds Express Their Feelings in Singing 



I'di'd song is not bird language; there iis a 
dillerence. \'el call notes, alarm notes, and 
warning notes are. like songs, but the nri.-ans 
by vvliich birds express their feelings. Th.e 
song itself is mipti;il, though by no mean-s con- 
lined to the breeding season, but it is not by 
any means merely a serenade to a mifetress, 
but rather a challenge to a rival. The | "cock 
crows An its own dunghill," and the majie bird 
sings defiance in .sweet tones, flinging his rich- 
est notes against his nearest rival. ,' 

Many attempts have been made tof mimic 
bird .sfings instrumentally — the most success- 
ful vviih the piccolo and well-played penny 
whistle. But, these utterly fail vviih some 
songs, for indeed the syrinx is not reed or 
string: the music of the bird is like thKi human 
\oice, impossilde lii imitate. In na /iire, too, 
discords are harmonious; art and science fail 
to i)roduce .-ibseiice of inci ni.gruity. u-liich is 
the essence of nature's lavish e.-^pe-fifi-ti.tiire of 
glarin,g contrasts. The weird grariug; oi the 
nocturnal corncrake, the wheezy \yux i of the 
greenfinch, and the guttural grovi?i ' of the 
guillemot have their place in thife harmony 
which no true nature lover will den y. 

John r.urrou.ghs, when in l'",ii,gl;i ;nd, thought 
that "two-thirds of the music lliaa. ordinarilv- 
greets ihe ear" comes from the cbtrifTineli, and 
in a L;ood ch.-itTinch countrv- this is true; I ha\-e 
wished sometimes that ;dl the chaffinches 
(-ould be silenced, so that (uie m'/olu catch the 
sir.'iins of other birds. There i.s a r;itlle and 
dash about the chaffinch that cu'mpcls one to 
listen, yet. strange to say, there are many who 
do not know ils song. After its preliminary 
rattle, which is a burst of sud'Jen music, the 
bird ends its little phrase with a tcrnnnation 
which \-;iries in indix iduals. Bur.iou.ghs thought 
at first that this ending v\-as '■wldtticr." but 
afterw.-irds concluded that the '^ir(| said ".Sister 
right here." Jefferies calls i.) "gin,gei"-beer." 
;ind occasionally il sounds 1 (Le "litlle jeoy." 
W ith us near Manehesler, >v here, almndant 
though it is. the chaffinch is ,-j Iniost tare when 
compared with some locsilities, the song 
thrush is the most noticcab'tf' singer. In the 
e;irly morning we may hear a single bird at 
daybreak, and full}- appreciate the richness and 
v.'iriety of ils notes, repe;itcd two or three 
lime-, but constantly chaiiL^'-'.ng. I'.i;t ihe time 
'.■> the thrush is on a .M;iv evening, and 

ill" place some quiet vvoi /t.'' . Jiisi before the 
liidii fails we may lisUii to a senre oi- tilty 
Ini'ds, ;icrordim.; to llii- si/X' of ihe wood, sing- 
iuL; in chorus with such ' gloriou s nnilv- lli;il 
thev- drown all other soiDuls, e.xeept the rich 
contralui of the blackbird , which completes the 
harmony. The ilute-like r.otes of the blackbird 
are more attractive to thr ear than the shriller 
notes of the song thrush„ though by no means 
so noticeable. The blact bir-i sings beautifully 
for a dozen notes or so. mid llien slurs (d'f into 
a hissing ending vv-ith ^:tvk of linisli ; it seems 
,-!- if il could not fteei; ils w-ind to the eml 
of It- song. The mistlc thrush, vvbich rejieats 
;i single plir;ise over :,-ind iT\-er again, lias ,-i 
higher pitch, but its song il not unlike the 
blackbird's in length and modulation; it is, 
however, shriller, loucler and distinctly bolder 
in tone; the mistle thrush, more than most 
birds, shouts a challcrngc. 

.A song bird of I'c. e moors and rushing 
mount;iin streams, irimmon on our I'cnninc 
hills, is the dijiper. Ils song, often heard in 
mid-vvinter, is describerl ;is "a low warhling 
slr.ain," but this givjs little suggestion of its 
beaut)-. It is ;i swt:eler, milder robin's son,g, 
Avarblcd to an accjrDmpaniment of splashing, 
faUing water-T-a.dc^ijiglitful convb.i,oatroti. That 
brings us to the 'rpbi'n, one of,«buf^ most per- 
sistent" and sweetep.t. singers ; its. winter •song 



needs no description, its summer song is often 
missed w hen other birds are singing. The wren, 
associated in the infant mind with the robin, 
has in jiroportion to its size a louder song 
than any other bird ; "gushing" and "lyrical'.' 
Burroughs calls it, but he ranks it tlcservedly 
high amongst bird-songs. \Vhen the wren 
sings its whole body vibrates and shivers, and 
well it mav, for the wrei:. puts all it knows into 
its song. 

J'iurroughs lh(iught that Englishmen ap- 
preciated the whitelliroat more ih.an the wil- 
low wren ; was he not misled by the local 
name of the latter bird? The common white- 
throat af times sings almost as well as the 
blackcap, but it has a slightly harsh termina- 
tion into which it incvitabl}' slips. The lesser 
whilclhrotit, ori the other hand, is best known 
for its oft-reiieated metallic loud notes, and 
only the careful listener hears ihe sweet low 
])relude, one of the sweetest though most sub- 
dued of all the avian -warbles. 'J'he willow 
wren's song "has a dying fall. * * * It 
mounts round and full, then runs down the 
scale, and expires upon the air in a gentle 
murmur." It is -everywhere in woodland, 
lane, and garden in spring, and, though 
slightly altered and inferior in tone, is to be 
heard .again in autumn ; it is the song of which 
we never tire, the sweetest little phrase of any. 
The sed,ge warbler can, if il likes, rival many 
a sin,i.;'er, but it has a habit of suddenly brcak- 
in,g off into harsh croaks and spits in the 
midclle of mellow or sweet snatches. Its 
relative the reed warbler, so common in our 
reed-beds, has a less varied and more subdued 
song; it is more persistent but not so blatant 
as the sedge. The chiffchaff's throbbing notes 
need no description ; they are but two, express- 
ed in its name, but the droppin,g shiver of the 
wood wren's song recpiires a Iliidson to de- 
scribe its beaut}-. The long trilling chirrup of 
the grasshopper warbler, inaudible to some 
ears, gives the bird its name; it is like nothing 
else. 

The sk}-lark's soiif- is known ; the bird gets 
well above all others when it sings, and so 
commands attention, but three other birds 
which sing on the wing — the tree, meadow and 
rock pipits — iire not so familiar lo all. Their 
songs have a famil}- resenildancc but si)ecific 
difference, and the tree pipil alone has that 
sweet, almost anxious termination of "dee-ur, 
dee-nr, dee-ur" as it drops to its perch. 
.Vniiiugst our finches the goh' finch and the 
linnet are the best singers, lint w-e seldinu bear 
the former. There is a licpiid beauty about 
the song of the goldfinch which is responsible 
lo a great extent for ils rarity; it is prized as 
a cage bird for both its song and lovely plum- 
age. The lesser redpoll can utter a pleasing 
song, not unlike the linnet's, and even the 
greenfinch, in sjute of its monotonous buzz, 
has a sweet litlle nuptial carol. The buntings, 
which this month are the most lu-iticeabie 
singers, ai-e lint poor performers; the yellow- 
hammer's l;iy is fan-iiliar to all, whilst the 
sliiKering notes of the reed bunting resemble 
the essav's of ;i novice; the song of the corn 
Jnmting has been excellently likened by Mr. 
•Aplin to the jingling of a bunch of keys. 

The list is not' half complete; what might' 
be said of the starling's jovial medley, of the 
whcatear's pretty trill, of thn chats and tits 
and ever-present dunnock? The wagtails have 
their songs, and the redstart and spotted fly- 
calclier, though seldom recognized, have good 
voices, wdiilst the song of the pied flycatcher 
is charming. There arc, too, the songs of 
swallow and martin, and the real song of the 
sparrov,', only heard in the nesting season. To 
learn them all we need more than a -musical 
ear; we must be in true sympathy wdth nature 
and know the birds themselves.,, :....< ,..:•• r,,,-
